The question ts one of much importance, 
but the Advertiser is oyidently wrong In its 
contention, Had Sir Obarles Tupper re- 
algned the Oabiuet offica which he holds the 
Advertiser's contention would be correct ; 
but as he has not done so—as he is simply 
soting temporarily as High Uommisslonor 
without salary and continues to hold the 
office of Minister of Rallways, it is evident 
that the law does not apply. A precedent 
was made by Mr. Blake. In 1873 he was 
appointed a member of the Oabinet without 
portfolio, and, as he did not go back to his 
éonatituents for re-election, he evidently 
did not consider that he had forfeited his 
seat by accepting the office in question.

THE DAY ELSEWHERE.

Both sped away for the first 
mark, which had been played near the upper 
whari at Big Island, the Sylvia lugging all 
hor canvas aod going away rapidly from her 
competitor, which, owiog to the inoreasing 
fary ot the wind, was obliged to settle away 
hor jib an trail under her four reefed main.

The keel had a very lovg 
lead at tho fiecet mark, and, snagging 
down three reefs, was off like a racchorse be- 
fore the wind for the north shore buoy, The 
Gracie was, howeyer, soon put hors de combat, 
as her boom broke and she bore away for 
Salmon River, where she ahohorod. The 
Sylvia, sailing muoh faster than ever before 
under her new rig, and at a pace which would 
have distanced any light draught boat of her 
tonnage io such a gale and ses, completed the 
two rounds of the courss In 3h, lbm 40 5,—a 
most exoollent performance, The cup was 
presented to the winner at a meeting of Moira 
Hose Co. in the evening and Mr, Roy, who 
arrivedafter the ceremony, manfully acknow- 
ledged that he could no’ have won lu so 
strong a wind against the Sylvia, Thero can 
be no question that Mr. Pike, by placing his 
ballast lower aud adop'iag the cutter rig, has 
vastly {ooreased the speed of his yacht, and 
when he has got her proper trim—which he 
has not yet had time to do—she will prove a 
worthy competitor for the ‘contreboarders in 
any weather. Mr, Roy’s yaoht was overpow- 
ered.and we greatly regret the accident whioh 
throw her out of the race, as her owner is as 
plucky and bonesta yachtaman as can be 
found anywhere.

THE DAY IN NAPANEE. 
Napanee, July 2nd, 1883.

Sir Albort J, Smith was a vative of Wost- 
moreland, N.B., whero he was born about 60 
yoars ego, Aftor rooolving a good common 
school education ho opogaged in tho stady of 
law, and booamo en attorney and barcistor, 
practising In Dorchester, in his rative county, 
with much sucoces. By that mesne and by 
succousful spooulstiors in abipping, ho bosame 
wealthy and turacd hiv ascontlon to politics, 
bolng oloctod for the county of Weatmorols ad, 
whioh ho roprosonted continuously from his 
first election 26 yoars ago, until tho gonoral 
olootion of Inst yoar, Whon the Confedoration 
schomo wes first mooted in 1864 he opposol 
it vigorously, end at tho gonorel election fn 
February, 1865, he roturned to the House at 
the aad a a solid phalanx of 33 antl-Oonfed-

We suppose, means the members of the 
Oommons for the County, Will this oradite 
critic inform us how {t is possible {or these 
“local members” to go to the Governniont 
aod ask for a grant of any kind, uptile 
scheme has beon devised. and matured, 
showing that the road can‘be built,

The 
reader has but to cast his eyes about him 
to come to conclusion upon ‘this point, 
No good can result {rom being led into a 
discussion upon this point at present. What 
we want isto have the rear part of this 
Oounty opened up for settlement, and a 
means given to all the people to bring out 
the agricultural aud minéral wealth now 
there, and We trust there are public spirited 
men sutlicient who will .be found to sub- 
scribe & sum large evough to make the 
néocessary surveys, upon which to establish

STATEMENTS BY EYE WITNESSES. 

Giascow, July 3.—A number of men on 
the opposite side of the river witnessed the 
disaster, but were unable to render assis- 
tance. They say the whole ocoupied about 
three minutes, They immediately set to 
work to help the people struggling in the 
water, Some of the men of the Daphne 
jumped overboard, but a quantity of 
loose fell from the deck and 
crushed the swimmers in tho water. 
number of swimmers were visible directly 
after the ship capsized, but many were 
afterwards seon to sink. Six men were seen 
clinging together. Four’ endeavored to 
olimb upon the steamer as sho was sinking, 
but were forced to desist by the rush of 
steam fromthe port hole. Some climbed up. 
on the keel jubt before the ship was sub- 
merged. According to statements of witnes- 
sea and survivors of the disaster the vessel 
loft the slip'too rapidly, causing her stern, 
whioh. entered first, to slnk deoply in the 
wator.. She was then caught by tho strong 
current of the river, by whioh, as well as 
by tho top weight, she was caused to keel 
over so far that the water entered her port, 
The last report from the scene of the dis- 
aster states that seyen bodies have been 
identified. A states that the 
companion-way is blocked up by u svlid 
mass [t appears the mon who 
were at work below when the ship went 
over rushed from thoir work and became 
jemmed in the passage-way. Somo bodies 


still have tools in thelr hands. The diver 
thinks there ure still in the vessel at least 
ag many corpses a8 have already’ boon 
recovered, Forty one bodies had been 
found to-night, when darkdess stoppyd 
the search.

RUNNING OFF A TORY VOTER 


‘MORAL SUASION” LN WELLAND, 
HOW TAK STANDARD WAS BLY VATED Witt 
‘*LoTs OF MONEY.’ 

Another Bxposure ofGrit Practices 
and Devices. 


EAST NORTHUMBERLAND, 


Oonovuna, July 3.—The trial of the pett- 
tion against the return of Mr, J. M. Forris 
to the Looal Logislature as member for 
Kast Northumberland, commenced here 
to-day at one o’clook, before Justloes Boyd 
and Oameron, Mr, Hoctor Oamoron, Q.C,, 
appeared for the petitioner, and Mr. James 
Bethune, Q.0,, with Mr. Johnson, for the 
respondent. 

Mr, Forris, jr,, son of the respondent, 
was tho first witness, and was oxamined ay 
to the agenoy of himself and others. Dur- 
{ng his oxamiuation tho objection was taken 
that no charge was made against young 
Ferris in the partioulars served, and oense- 
quently that no evidence should be taken 
against him. It appeared that o charge of 
corrupt practioes was made in the original 
of the partioulars, but was omitted in the 
copy served on the respondent's solicitora. 
An amendment to be yoritied by affidavit 
was allowed by the court. 

After Mr, Ferris, Messrs. G. W. Webb, 
John Reeves, one of Mr. Mowat’s Division 
Oourt bailiffs, Isaac Prootor, Elihu Purdy. 
aud Hannibal Langdon were in turn exam- 
ined to prove that they were agents for the 
Reform candidate. Nothing interesting 
was elicited from these witnesses, 

Robert Bound was asked about an ad: 
mission made by Elihu Purdy after the 
election as to paying for a team to convey 
voters to the poll, 

Mr, Bethune submitted that au admis- 
sion made after the election was over waa 
not evidence, as the sgency expired with 
the close of the poll. The court, however, 
allowed the evidence, subjact to the objec- 
tion, 

Bound thereupon stated that Purdy had 
admitted promising to pay for the loda of 
time of a team driven by one Shaw. This 
admission occurred in 8 conversation be- 
tween Shaw and Pardy which Bound over 
heard. 

George Shaw flatly denied having any 
conversation about election matters with 
Purdy at the time stated by Bound, but 
was Very severely cross-examined by Mr, 
Oameron, until at last he acknowledged 
that he might have said something to Purdy 
about what it cost him to come and vote 
and lose his and his team’s time, and that 
he bought some tobacco at Purdy’s store 
the day after the election. It wasn’t paid 
for, howevyer,but he supposed it was charg- 
ed tohim. He was very non-committal in 
his answers, and generally could not say 
exactly until pressed, when he usually swal- 
lowed the dental with aguip. At last he 
was permitted to stand down, Mr.Oameron 
ramarking that he was the greatest ‘‘can’t 
say” witness that he had ever seen. 

Matthew Ferris, brother of the respon- 
dent, was the next witness. He was not 
much of a frequenter of taverns,but he was 
in the hotel the week or two before the 
elections, more frequently than ordinarily. 
He might have been in every day and per- 
haps three or four times a day. It was 
rare for him to treat ; he treated some be- 
fore the olection but not frequently. He 
asked them to cigars, but if they took 
whiskey he presumed he would not stop 
them. 

Grimiout McDonald, hotel-keeper, kept 
the hotel at which ,the preceding witness 
treated. When Mr. Ferris asked the boys 
to take cigars with him they would often 
take cigars,’and when Mr. Ferris left 
trade off the olgars for drinks. Mr. Ferris 
was opposed to treating to liquor. He 
was at the hotel more often about election 
times than usual. 

George S. Miller, license inspector, gave 
evidence as to one Marks,who was fined for 
selling liquor without «license, The fine 
had never been paid over. 

George Cockburn, jr., gave evidence as 
to driving an intoxicated voter away on 
polling day. Although he did not at the 
time suspect that he was asked to give the 
man a drive in order that he might be pre- 
vented from voting, still he now believed 
that such was the object of sending him off. 


WELLAND. 

We.ianp, July 3. —The trial of the con- 
troyerted election for the county of Welland 
began to-day, before Mr. Justice Patterson 
and Mr, Justice Ferguson,at the Oourt house 
here about one o'clock. Mr. Trevelyan 
Ridout, LL. B., of Toronto, discharged 
tho duties of oegistrar of the court, Mr. 
Dalton MoOarthy, Q. ©., eared on 
behalf of the petitioner, Mr, Hobson, the 
defeated Conservative candidato, and Mr. 
S. H. Blake, Q. O., Mr. R. Harcourt, and 
Mr. Oowper represented the respondent, 
Uol Morin, the sitting member, It will 
be remombered that at the election in Feb- 
ruary Inst, Col. J. E, Morin was olecved 
over Mr. G. I. Hobson by o majority of 65, 
tho poll standing :—Morin, 2,070; Hobson, 
2,016. 

The potition of the bill of partioulars vet 
forth a number of acta of bribory, of which 
it is alloged the respondent was guilty, by 
himsolf audhis agents. The bill of par- 
tloulars contains soventy-soven distinct 
charges of corruption, embracing paymont 
of monoy, promises of money, and acta of 


intimidation. A feature of the caso isa 
number of charges against agents of the 
respondent of promising to prooure liquor 
Noenses to induce others to support the re- 


spondent. Thore was a charge agaivet tho 
respondent of furnishing entertainments to 
voters, partloularly at a meeting at Shorka- 
ton, on the #thof January, 1883, lt was 
also alloged that the respondont had fur- 
nished money to agents knowing that the 
latter Intended to spond it in an improper 
and illegal way. 

The first witness examined was the mem- 
ber-elect, who denied all oharges of cor- 
ruption, sought to deny the agenoy of any 
of his supporters, and alleged that he 
thought the election was won by moral 
suaslon.

Flies and Bugs. 


Flies, roaches, ants, bed-bugs, rate, mios, 
gophers, chipmunks, cleared out by ** Rough 
on Rats.” 150, 

insects Iojurious to the Turnip. | 

De. Halsted asserts in the July American 
Agricilturist that nearly all of the insects 
which attack the cabbago in its early growth, 
also prey upon the turnip. Among these are 
the caterpillars of a number of » ‘‘ Cabbage 
butterflies,” oasily recognized by their 
whitish wings, with black markings, and 
lezy, lumbering flight. The Harlequin 
Oabbage-bug is a common peat in the South 
on many plants of the mustard family, os 
cabbages, radishes, mustard, turoips, eto, 
The greatest damage to the turaip crop is 
done by the Striped-Turnip-beetle ( Haltica 
striolata). This insect is about one-tenth 
of an inch long, of a black color, with broad 
buff or yellowish stripes on the wing covers, 
The larva or ‘worm’ is white and slender, 
with a horny, light brown head. Its motion 
is slow.end awkward. Tho pupa isalso white, 
and forms an earthen cocoon la the soil, in 
which it undergoes its transformations, 
The perfect insects are very ford of the 
young turhip plants, and do great injury to 
the seedlings when thoy first sppoar above 
the soil. The oggs are depostted on the 
underside of the foliage, and ‘soon hatch 
into the ‘‘worme ” that cat their way be- 
tween the upper and lower skins of the true 
leaves, The ‘‘ worms” burrow rapidly for 
a few days, and then drop to the ground,to 
pads into the inactive pupa state. The first 
brood of the ‘‘flies””sppears in’ Moy oF 
early June, and the second in August of 
September. Hot, dry! weather ts most 
favorable to the beetles, as during a rain 
they cannot open and use thelr gauzy 
wings. On the other hand, turnips thrive 
in molat weather, and ought to be hurried 
on {in such times. The ground should be 
ini the best possible condi of tilth and 
fertility for a. repld growth, and with o 
smooth surface, so that the least time need 
be taken in passing through the seed-leaf 
state. The best,plump, vigorous seed should 
be sown thickly. It{s well to dust tho 
young plants with equal parts of wood asbes 
and land plaster. Air slaked lime may be 
used in the same manner with good effeot.

The dying are loft alone in the houses, friends 
and relatives iloeing, and thelr bodies have 
romained unburied for days, Doad bodies in 
some casos have rotted in the sunshine In the 
atreets of villages deserted by all except the 
dying aud the convalescent, while many of 
tho latter were helpless and starylng. Any- 
thing like a grave has been unthought of for a 
fortnight, and in the low delta ground where 
water is found at s depth of two or three feet 
the trenches have been dug so shallow and 
filléd so full that the first wind blow away the 
covering of sand, or thetirst rain washed 
away the earth. Eyen when the rotting 
bodies were not uncovered and exposed they 
were #o near the surface as to rot under a hot 
vun, and allow the gases to filter to the sur- 
face and poison the air, The Health Oounvil 
yesterday ordered the removal of the whole 
population from the infected districts in and 
about Damietta, but it is too late to serve its 
purpose. The soldiery, under strict orders, 
are supervising the natives whom they are 
compelling to bury the dead, Fire is the only 
disinfectant, and part of Damietta and the 
whole of several small villages have been burn- 
ed. At the former place the sick aud those 
subject d to the infeotion have been plaved in 
tente, The hospital camp has been surround. 
ed by » strong guard.

‘Tho matorial ts belog 
rapidly proparod ab its differont placos of man- 
ufacture, and tho applianoos ot tho onglooors 
and buildore aro all in place, and io active and 
suocessfal uso, ‘Tho bridge when fioished will 
bo Of 85 plora,not inoluding the heavy abutment 
of brick on the Wormlt bank, This abutment, 
whioh ia 80 {t, in longth by 12 in broadth, with 
wing walls 40 foot in longth, ts completed to 
tho spring of tho arch ; #0 also fa tho first plor 
on the south side—a bugo brick structure on 
tho faco of tho ollff 66 ft. in longth by 8 ft. in 
broadth, Tho holght of this from the founda. 
tion to the spring of the aroh ia 36 foot, The 
sooond plor is being rapldly brought to tho 
holght of tho first. It is foundedin the 
bod of tho rivor on 7 feo8 doop of conorote, 
On this to high-wator mark thoro is # super: 
structure of blue brick, thon a Isyor of 
aravite, on whioh will be ralaod the aroh 
of red brick, Nothiog has boon dono at tho 
third pier, but for the fourth and last of 
tho brick plors on the south sido the coffer- 
dam fn noarly comploted, and tho progross of 
the structure will be spoody.

Spiriting Away & Voter. 
Free Drinks on Polling Day and 


Free Passes, 


Further evidence of Improper Prac- 
tices, 


EAST NORTHUMBERLAND. 
Weonespay, July 4, 

George Bricker, the voter who had been 
spirited away, was called. Ho stated that ho 
was working io February last at P. Soider’s 
hotel fn Colborne as a hostlor Nothing was 
#aid to him about the clootion previous thore- 
to, ‘The first thing he rememberod on election 
day was that bo was jo Trenton ; didn’t know 
how he got there ; was all right when he went 
to bed in the hotel thé night before ; always 
voted on the right slde ; was not a Grit 3 To 
colledted wooing Dr. Willoughby in Trenton, 
and asked him to tolegraph his (witnoss’) son 
in Brighton ; a team oame and took him up to 
Brightop, whence his son drove him back to 
Colborne, whore he voted, Witness generally 
took five or six glasues of old ryo every day, 
and got drunk onoe iu a while; did not soo 
Oookburn the day before tho election or any 
time ; undressed by moonlight, and wont to 
bed as usual the night before ; thought somo 
=~ had given him whiskey, bat didn’t know 
who, 

G. Morrlson, bar tender at Snider's hotel, 
doposed that Rricker was sobor when ho went 
away in Cookburn’s cutter at 6 a. m. 

John Torry of Colborne, swore that ho saw 
G, Oookburn the day bofore polling ; told him 
that he (witness) might tndace two or three 
dloctors to vote for his side ; Cookbarn offered 
to hand witness $10 ; witness took it; is work- 
ing a picoe of laud with Cookbura on shares; 
had done some eight or ton days’ work for him 
this season for which he (Witness) expected 
pay ; tho $10 hed nothing to do with the work 
done; took it on the understanding thatit was 
for his vote; whou witaess gave Cookburn his 
account afew weeks ago Cookburn asid the 
$10 might be turned for the work ; witness 
had always been a Conservative and calculated 
to vote for Mr. Wade when he took the 
money on this ocoasion; gave Cockburn the 
impression | was going to vote for hls ride; I 
intended to Vote tor Wade all the timo; got 
$5 {rom Mr. Peterson; nothing aid about 
voting for Ferris; spent the money recelved 
priocipally in liquor; treated probably fifty 
persons ; told Dr, Willoughby and some other 
varies about the money ; thought it a good 
joke, 


Jno. Ball, of Hastiags, a voter working at 
Campbellford, said he wanted to get upto 
Hastings to vote on election day and went to 
Kent's livery aud asked for a horse but could 
not obtain one; saw Mr, Ferris in the posb- 
office ; he wrote out arailway pass and gave 
it to witness; went to Hastings and voted; 
showed the pass to Fred Fowlds in Hastings ; 
gave pass tothe conductor on return; wit- 
nesé called himself a Reformer ; thought Mr. 
Ferris’ side would take him to be a supporter 
and proyide conveyance; no condition was 
made by Mr. Ferris when the pass was given, 

In his evidence Mr. Ferris, the respondent 
atated that the official statement of expense 
showed a total of $234 39; of this amount 
$165 were for personal expenses Witness 
had keptno memorandum of personal ex- 
ponses ; when Gatpaign commenced he put a 
jump sum of $200 ia hia pocket; bad only 
about $35 left; got no other money during 
the election; this sum included livery and 
hotel expenses, except alivery account at 
Campbelliford ; witness asked Mr. Young, an 
active supporter living in Trenton, to take a 
horee and do some work for him; gave him 
either $8 or $'0 for expenses ; he was to go 
to wards which he, the respondont could not 
reach ; also gave Bibby, a supporter, $5 to 
hire s horse to see some people in Oramahe ; 
gave Purdy $5 for expenses of telographiog 
and postaye, and Martin $20; the latter “as 
to do work along the front of Brighton Town- 
ship; witness volanteered to give him, the 
money to cover his expenses in the hire, eto. ; 
no other sums were expended as far as he 
(witness) could recollect ; the men who re- 
ceived the money were all supporters of the 
respondent ; the sums were paid bona fide for 
the purposes named and with no illegal in- 
tent ; remembered giving pass to Ball; all 
the directors used them at their own disore- 
tion in the same way irrespective of politics ; 
he gave a pase to Ball at tho station, and not 
fo the station as Ball had stated; Ball was 
at tho station with his employer at the time ; 
he (witness) acted on his own judgment with- 
out any intention to violate the law in the 
matter, He never gave Ball any caution ; 
simply gave him the paseand told him he 
could get back on a freight train immediately. 

Ww Martio was a sheriff's bailiff, who did 
all he could for Mr. Ferris ; witness got $20 
from the respondent with the caution that it 
must be used for legitimate things, such as 
horse hire ; witness worked till the election 
was over; got hia brother naturalized; gaye 
A. Marsh $10 to settle an old election account 
with a tavern keeger at Brighton harbor, call- 
ed Empey. Marah said he had become respon- 
sible for the debt and it must be paid. Witnoss 
had the money and he gave it to Mareh, who 
he know was o Reformer; thought it was 
propor this acoount should be paid. 

Allen Empey stated that he had an old 
acoount against the Reform oad contracted 
ata former clection by Mrs, M. Ferris, for 
supplying meals to the electors, Mr, Ferris 
had objected to the account and refused to 
pay more than $5, Witness had had some 
words with Mr. Ferrls about the matter, 
Marsh came a day or two before polling day 
and gaye witness $10—the balance duo ; gave 
Marsh a receipt ; he didn’t say anything as to 
where ho got the money ; was supportiog Mr, 
Wade's side ia tho election, The paymont of 
the money mado no differcenoe in support, 
Considered the account due,and porhsps talk. 
ed to othors about it. 

Albort Marsb, a biackemith, and supporter 
of Mr. Ferris, acknowledged having paid 
Empey an account, Empey had spoken to 
him soyeral times about it, and he (Marsh) 
sald that ho would sce that it was paid, and 
therefore, folt responsiblo. Had always sup- 
ported a Reformer.and weuld never do other- 
wiso whilo ho had his senses. Had spent uo 
money in the election. Had troated bis friends 
and custo ere, did so on election day ot his 
shop. Those he treated were voters, two- 
thirds of thom Consorvatives, Some had yoted 
ly fore, 

Dr. Brooke bad boon promised by A, Marsh 
that if he would support his favorite candid- 
ato for tho Brighton Rooveabip in the maniol- 
pal oloction io January before ho (Marsh) 
would reloase a small debt owed him by wit- 
ness ;. Marsh gavo him a recolpt for this av« 
count io tho carly part of February, as prom- 
ised ; told him ho had notmade up hia mind 
how he was golng to yote in the Parllamontary 
cloction, Witness was about to proceed to 
toll of having recelved some monoy for trost- 


ing purposes from one Weller, 

itr. Bothane objected on the ground that 
tho charge was not contalned in the partiou- 
Leave was asked to amond particulars 


lars. 
acvordingly, Judge Osmoron favorod the 
amondment, Ho did not think thoy should 


force tho rigid rules ot tho Law Courts. 
They wore sont to roport whother corrupt 


practloos had preyailod or not, an‘ thoy should 
be prepared to moolve all evidence indloating 
illegal practloes, 

Mr. Chanoollor Boyd dissented from that 
view on the ground of oxpedienoy. This was 
the sooon day of thé trial, aud oortainly such

BARNS, HOUSES AND TREKS BLOWN LLKE CHAFF, 


The following telegrams ehow that oy clones 
have at length extended their visita to Can- 
ada ; 

St, Josern, Que, July 5.—Last evening 
about four o'clock the residents of St. Joseph 
village were aroused from thelr usual compos 
ure by the sound of rapidly rushivg wind.

When Ameliasburg failed to put a 
steamer on.the route, as required by the 
license, the Mayor and the Solicitor would 
have been censurable had they failed to 
weir vedeebeodby) mul wing’ to ters Was 
no communication between Belleville and 
Aweliasburg and that a steamer whic! was 
notoriously unfit for the accommodation of 
the public was to be employed at some 
future time, whilst, in the meantime, the 
public interests were suffering. The at- 
tempt to make a point against the city of- 
ficials is thus a most unmistakable failure, 
and demonstrates conclusively the motives 
of its author.

Sin,—AsI have soon my namoln your 
paper honoring me on account of some of my 
hunting oxpoditions, I now assume tho bold- 
noss to ask you to rocord mo a few lines on 
the fishing quostion, 

Au I have seen by your paper that some of 
our Stirling boys hayo been brought into 
court and floed large amounts for vory small 
offences, I feol that I would like a short say 
on the rubjoot, Not that I wantto screen 
any offondor of the fishing laws, but l know 
tho creek from one end to the other, and I 
have fishodin oyery hole and marsh, and 
without any groat boasting I olaim that Lewis 
Dafoe and myself can catch moro speckled 
trout in that (Squler’s) creck than any two 
sportamen from Bellovillo olty, And Mr, 
Dulmege and his fishing chum know that they 
did oct dare to cover $100 to fish any specifi- 
edtime withus, But that was some years 
ago when we used to oatoh thom by tho pail- 
fal, and sometimes more in a day. However, 
that time is past now and the best cannot 
ostch half that amount. And I seo now that 
scarecrows aro being pub ap allalong the 
oreek by the authorition itis said, and our 
boys dare not go fishing any more for 
fear of going straight to jail. Ridlou- 
lous to think of when all the trout 
In the creek are not worth one of the 
fines recently imposed in Stirling, And now, 
Mr. Editor, let me bring firat to your mind 
the clroumstance of Lewis Dafoe and myself 
belng brought before these authorities on 
the acousation of catching trout unlawfully 
in a net lo tho same creek. Wo were brought 
before Squire Ball in Stirling separately, and 
consequently proved ourselves clear, but that 
did not do, Our Fish Inspector wanted some- 
thing to do and he got it in the adjournment 
of the Court for one week for more 
evidence, But his evidenoo rather went back 
on them, and we worsted them, but then the 
Court refused to decide However, our 
Counsel, G. D, Dickson, pressed for the dedis: 
ion from the Magistrates, as wo had three at 
the time, Squire Bull, Hsgormaa and Chard, 
bat not till night could it be heard and then 
we were oalled ina little back roomin the 
Stirling House, and asked to make some re- 
du tion, as the costs of the Court had ran up 
to $3000 or more. What became of the 
monoy we cannot say, but we know that neither 
Dafoe, or myself ever got a cont of it, besides 
losing our time in harvest, 

And in the meantime Mr. Fish Inspector, 
seeing his game had not worked to a satisfao- 
tion to Stirling, brought us before the Belle. 
ville Police Court for the same offence, as we 
were sclling trout in townat the time. And 
he and his lawyer, thinking to weaken our 
evidouce,took us together so that either could 
not give evidence tor the other. So we, see- 
ing how tho thing was workiog, asked for an 
enlargement of the case for a week to enable 
us to briog evidence to prove that we did 
catoh with a hook and line, and also that no 
one poreon saw us uso anet, Batno matter 
what wo we said, or what we proved; we were 
twisted, sume Belleville gents saying that we 
were not sportsmen, that those trout wore not 
caloulated for farmers. Mr, Chas. Wilkins 
brought s manin court by the name of Roe. 
boy, who swore that the trout had been caught 
with » net, which is not correct, as I am pre- 
pared to prove, I now claim that the court 
really owes me all the fiaes and costs, 
Dr. Boultor saw bow tho dffair waa 
ronning ond! wanted me to appeal, but at 
that time I had no means to spond in law. LI 
believe the great sum and substance of all 
these fines is to gratify some few parties who 
would, if possible, have all the trout and fun 
to themaclves (jast what I would oall the 
quintessence of greediness), and also to keep

The planets rise about 4 o'clock, but are too 
near the sun to be visible, observers thus 
missing tho sight of the largest and tho small. 
est planot when just as far apart as the ayer- 
ago diameter of tha moon. On the 26th, at 
8 o'clock in the morning, Jupiter is in ocon- 
junction with Vonus, paging ten minutes 
south at tho noarost polat of approscoh, The 
planots will be near cnough to be worth look- 
ing after when they rise not farfrom hall-past 
3 o’olook, an bour and a quarter before sun- 
rise. Observers must look for thom in the 
northeast, about throo degrees north of the

‘Bhe morning -sky is alive with 
these oharming wanderers in tho celestial 
depths, whose movements give life to the mo- 
notonous solemnity of thé fixed atara snd add 
the element of varioty to the study of the hea- 
vens, Itis seldom that the same plancts are 
ia conjunction twloe during the ssme month, 
but such is the case with Venus and Moeroury, 
Oo the 3rd, at 11 o’colook in’ the ‘evening. 
Venus is in conjunction with Mercury, being 
2° 3' north, Onthe morning of the 4th they 
will be near each other, and the exhibition 
will be of the first order, the planeta rising 
soon after 3 o'clock. The observer must look 
for them inthe northeast. Venus will be 
readily recognized about half a degree south 
of the sunrise point, and will serve as a guide 
to Meroury, between two and three degroes 
farther south, The same planots are In con- 
jacotion on the 8th, at 11 o’clook in the even- 
ing, Venus belng 1° 18’ north. Oo the morning 
of the Sth and 9th they will be nearer each 
other than at the previous conjunction, and 
will reward the effort it will cost to be present 
at the exbibition. After the second conjano- 
tion Venus lags behind, and at the ond of the 
month is sixteen degrees behind her fleeter 
footed rival, The close conjunction of Venus 
with Jupiter on the 26th, one of the brilliant 
events of the month, has been referred to. 

The right ascension of Venus is 5h. 5 m., 
her deolination is 22° 4’ north, and her diame-

weatero elongation, being 21° 39 west of the 
san, His bigh northern deolination makes 
this the most favorable opportunity for ob- 
serving him as morning star, and his yicinity 
to Venue affords « sure means of detectiag his 
fitfal’presonce, so brilliantly beautifal and so 
different from that of overy other planct, that 
once seco the impression is never lost, We 
have seen him as a brilliant white star re- 
sombling Sirius, a delicate rose colored aster 
uolike any other, anda bright golden star, 
more fiery than any of bis companions. , Mer- 
oury and Venus are both travelling in the 
same direction, eastward toward the sun, but 
the swiftest of the planets reaches the goal 
long before the most beantiful. 

Qn the 29th, at G o’olock in the evening, 
Mercury {sin superior copjunctlon with the 
aun, His short role of morning star is ended, 
and. passing boltind the sun, he regppeara on 
his eastern sido as evening star to repeat the 
damp ceasoloss Course, varied by the incidents 
that make his pathway round the san an uo- 
onding source of pleasure to those who love 
to follow his steps. 

The right ascension of meroury ts 5 h. § m,, 
his declination is 19° 40’ north, and his dis-

Mercury rises on the let about a quarter 
after 3 o’olook in the morning ; on the 3let, 
he sots about half past 7 o’clook in tho eyen- 
ing. 

SATURN 

id morning star, and an interesting object for 
observation in the small hoarse of the night, 
rising before one o'clock at the clase of the 
month. Observors will welcomo the rlogod 
planot as his footsteps tend toward tho near- 
est approach to tho earth, for he will take on 
4 moro splendid appearance than bo has done 
for nearly thirty years. His widely opon 
riogs, hia bigh northorn deolinatien, and his 
approaching perihelion, form apovially favora- 
the conditions for observation. Thos ‘oondi- 
tiona will culminate in 1885. Therefore oyery 
student of tho stars should make Saturn a 
spocial theme for investigation during this 
yoar and tho two suooceding yoars, for nearly 
a whole gonoration of observers will pass from 
the earth bofore the conditions are repeated. 

Saturn marks his course in July with but 
one incident, his conjunotion with Mars on the 
morning'of tho 20th.

makiag the fourth ocoulation of. Naturn that 
has ooourred during tho year, ho moon ‘is 
again in conjanction with Satush o» the 29th, 
at 5 o’colook in the morning, being forty-four 
minutes north. This conjonotion is an occt- 
Itation in some portions of torrostrial{territory 
botween latitudes 7° and 7.° south, making 
the fifth occultation of Saturn duriog the year, 

Tho old moon is in conjanction with Venus 
and Meroury on the 2nd, being only Beventoon 
minutes eoath of Meroury. Put the conjans- 
tions take place in the afternoon, when the 
sunlight redders them invisible, and whea the 
planets rive the next morning the moon will 
havo eped several dogrees on ‘her ‘eastward 
courae, On the 4th the moon ia at her nearest 
point to Jupiter, on the 9th to Uranus, on the 
28th to Neptune, aad on the 20th to Mars, —

The Cologno Cathedral is comploted at last.” 
Nothing remains to be-done, but’ to removd 
the stagings and soaffoldings and derricke,and 
to put the beautiful terrace in order, And 
for this $120,000 will be required. There is 
something wonderfully impressive ‘ia this 
struoture, by far the findst architestural work 
in Europe and the richest specimen of «the 
Gothic order in the world. It waa began six 
hundred ahd thirteen years azo, ia 1270, when 
Germany was little moro than half civilized, 
and the Normans ruled Eagland, holding the 
Saxons ia subjection in a lot but a trifle bet- 
ter than serfdom, Who designed this magni- 
fioent edifice is not certainly known. It took 
over fifty years to finish the chdir, which was 
consecrated in 1322, Work was continued on 
it till down into the troublesc we times of the 
Reformation, when it was suspended, the great 
fron crane standing to show that the faith 
which begun would sarely compléte the edi: 
fice. And the return of order brought the 
spirit needed for the task, Work. was resum+ 
ed, The unrivalled beauty of the place com- 
pelled the admiration of Protestants,aod made 
the buildfog an object of pride. The King of 
Pruseia took hold of the’ enterprise asa na- 
tional monument, and in 1842 laid the founda- 
tion of the transept. The naves, aisles aod 
transopts were opened io 1848. The magnifi- 
cent south portal was finished in 1859, and 
the north portal soon after, and the central 
iron spiro waa raise tin 1860, The towors,na 
now completed, rise upward of 500 feet Over 
$2,600,000 haye been spent on the work since 
1864. Sach » building is a history ‘in «tone: 
Eighteen gonerations of artisans have -werked 
upon it. Thousands of mon have chiseled and 
carved and wr: ught thelr whole liyes into it, of 
whom nod one in a bandred hsf’s “oonceptios 
of the finished structure ‘They’ builded Hotter 
than they knew, ina» literalrense, And at 
last it stande,a thing of marvellous beauty and 
grand+ur, rooted io the faith and pious deyo

CAMrneLLFOND, July 7, 1853, 

Our village way visitod thia day about noon 
with one of tho groatost ralo storms of the

Orrawa,J uly 9.—The Department of Ag- 
riculture supply the following statement of 
arrivals of immigrants during the month of 
June :—At Halifax, 817 ; Qauebeo, 10,769;

A LIBERAL GOMOEBAAION TO THE PAOHLBITION 
PARTY. 


(From the Canadian Sportaman,) 

lo response to very many letters revolved 
asking my oplaion of the new Lioonseo Law 
latoly passed by the Domialon Goverament, 
I havo deolded to discuss the matter through 
the o lamns of the Sportaman 

Bolore procooding to deal with tho now Aot 
it is necessary to remind my friends that I 
em in tavor of a stringent and high-priced Li 
oonse law. For yoara past Il have advocated 
that view, both upon the leoture platform and 
through the ovlumosof the pross, and | am 
satiofied that it was my most poworfal asalat, 
ant in acdomplishing tho dofeat of the prohi- 
bition party in overs soore of tho cities and 
counties of the Dominion, Those views I atill 
adhero to, and not ono word that I hayo 
uttered in the past in favorof ao stringent 
license I_w do, I desire to change or amen 4, 

The birth of the MoCarthy Aot is cortatnly 
one of the moat pooa'iar Incidents in the his. 
tory ol Canadian Legislation Vonovived 
through the importunitier of the liquor deal- 
ora, ite birth has not brouczht any groat satle- 
faction to its parents, and io its ago, {f it ia 
not strangled in the courts of law, will prove 
more disappointing, In fact, the liquor deal. 
era have woven a rope around their 6wn nooks 
and placed the end of it in the hands of tho 
Prohibition party. 

I propose to direot their attention to a fow 
instances of thelr suicidal handiwork. 

Applicant for a License —Under the Mo- 
Oarthy Aot every applicant not a licenses 
must back his potition for a liconso with a 
certificate, signed by one-third of the clectors 
entitled to vote in the sub-division in which 
tho promisos sought to be licensed are eltuated, 

Under the Crooks Act no such beggiog from 
door to door work is required. Tho Commls- 
slonors sit in judgment upon tho application, 
and if they deoldo In favor of the applicant 
the electors ot the neighborhood have no pow- 
er to voto thelr dooition. 

Under the Crooks Act Bonds 
to the amount of $400 is required. 

Under the McCarthy Act Bonds and Sure- 
ties to the amount of is demanded. 

Number of Licenses Granted,—The Orooks 
Aot anthorizes four hotels and asloons to the 
fist 1,000 inhabitants, and one for coach addi. 
tional 400, 

Tho MoCarthy Aot allows the same number 
for tho first 1,000, bus allows one only to each 
subsequent 500, 

Prohibition under the McOarthy Act,—Eati- 
matiog Toronto at 91,000 of a population, the 
Crooks Act would permit 229 hotels and ta 
loon licenses. Under the McCarthy Act only 
184 is allowed, thus passing 4 prohibition law 
against the other 45 

Prohibition on board veseels.—Under tho 
Crooks Aot a bar lloonse is granted to vessels. 
Under the McCarthy Act no bar license is al- 
lowed, and the selling or disposing of any li- 
quor is not permitted except to bona fide 
passengers at the regular meals served on board 
such vessels, This is total prohibition on board 
a vousol for every hour of the day outside the 
time ocoupled at the regular meals, 

Separation of the Grocery and Liquor T'rade, 
—Under the Crooks Act, it tv logal to combine 
the grocery and liquor businéss. Under the 
MoCarthy Act no new license of such kind 
oan be issued. All existing licenses of this 
olass outside of cities and towns are made to 
expire in 1897,and in cities and towns‘in 1890, 
The MoCarthy Aot therefore deals out total 
probibition to such trade in six years. 

Under the Crooks Aot in 1850-1 there were 
in Ontario 3,227 tavera loenses, 760 shop 
licenses, and 22 vessel licenses. 

Under the MoCarthy Act 645 of the tayern 
licenses will be wiped out of existences, The 
whole ot the shop tlloenses, {f connected with 
any other business, will be taken away, and 
the 22 bars on vessels closed up. 


THIS IS PROHIBITION PURE AWD SIMPLE. 


A Oostly Alternative —In the city of To- 
ronto in 1880.1, there were 94 shop licenses 
issued. If the same number remained in 
business under the McCarthy Act, they 
would be forcéd to rent soparate stores for 
the sale of liquor, and averaging the rent of 
such places at the low figure of $300 a year, 
would entail a yoarly extra expense of $28,- 
200. 

Every bar-room shut up twenty days each 
year.—Under the Crooks Act every hotel- 
keeper in Toronto has a right to keop his bar 
open until midnight. -Under the MoCarthy 
Aot he is compelled to shut atll p,m: This 
is equlyalent to taking away avoually from 
each licensee 194 days of 16 hours per day. 

This is total prohibition for 312 hours each 
year under the MoOarthy Act more than 
under the Crooks Aot, 

Under the Crooks Act every tayero and inn 
authorized to be lioonsed, shall contain in 
addition to what is required for the use of the 
family, not lees than four bedrooms. 

Under the McCarthy Act —Not less than six 
bed-rooms will beallowed to pase muster. 

Keep a light Burning.—Under the MoOar- 
thy Aot, if the Chief Inspector thinks that 
tho streot or Immediate neighborhood where 
the Hoensed premises aro situate, is nob euffi- 
ciently lighted, he can compel the hotel 
keeper to keep a lamp lighted over the door 
of his premises during the whole of every 
night from sunset to sunrise, This Je » ospi- 
tal contrivance to force the hotel keeper to 
assist ln properly lighting the streets of any 
olty or town where the corporation are too 
niggardly to provide the neceasary numbor of 
lamps. 

Under the McCarthy Act,—Any togistered 
Druggist may sell liquor for médlojnal pur- 
poses, but- even though he sell under the 

rotevting influonce ofa medical cortifioato, 
Re shall not allow tho purchaser to consume 
the medioine on his promises, In othor words, 
though a man be suffering the most acute 
pain and jrosonts a medical cortificate toa 
druggist calling for a certain amount of brandy 
or other splritadus liquors, ho must, if ho 
complics with the MoVarthy Aot, leave tho 
premlses before he can swallow his medicine, 

Under the MoUarthy Aot offences againat 
certain clauses of the Act are punished with 
forfeiture of Lioonse, and in oave of a third 
conviction against any other clauses of the Act 
forfelturo must follow, Under the Crookes 
Aot no such sovore ponalties aro recommended, 

Tho MoCarthy Aot placos in tho hands «f 
the prohibition party an additional local option 
law. In any municipality save counties avd 
oltios, » threo-fiftha vote will oxtormioato tho 
businoss 

Under the Crooks Aot, no such prohibitory 
principle was recognizod. 

No Transfer of Lice —~Under the Mo- 
Oarthy Aot, no man holding ao lHoenso oan 
soourd its removal to pramlsos in another dis- 
tricot without firat obtaining « cortifioate algn- 
od by ono third of the olootors of the polling 
sub-division to which ho intonda removing. 

Privilege of selling to Quest4, —Under the 
Crooks Act tho priyiloge of selling to guests at 
any hour of tho day is parmitted, 

Under tho MoCarthy Ao, total probibition 
is motod out oxoopt at moal hours betwoon 1 
p.m, and 3 p,m., and & and 7, to bo drank or 
used only at the table, Undor this now law, 
thoreforo, no guost oan bo served in bis own 
room with any fotoxicant whatever botwoon 
the hours of 7 p.m. on Saturday, to 6 a.m. On 
Monday. Stilla little more of the probibition 
prinolple is here recognized,

LICENSE COMMISSIONERS. 


The Law Journal thus ably replies to the 
Globe's contention that the Ontarlo law dis- 
qualities Mayors and Wardons from soting 
as Livense Commissioners under the Do- 
minion License Act : 

The Ontario Act says : 
is a License Commissioner shall be qualified 
to be a member of the Council of any 
Municipal Corporation.” The policy of the 
enactment is obvious. A License Oommis- 
sioner running for municipal office would 
have in his hand » great and potent wea- 
pon of corruption, no less » potent weapon 
than aloohol. Beer and the Bible are anid 
to have carried the late Lord Beacovativld 
into power, aad whiskey without the Bible 
cannot but haye its weight. The MoVarthy 
Act in no way militates against this Provin- 
cial legislation, It merely provides that 
when once a man is established in office as 
Warden of a Oounty or Mayor of a Oity,ho 
shall be ex-officio one ofthe Board of License 
Commissioners. Having, under the protec- 
tion of the Ontario Act, been elected by the 
sober vense of the muniolpality to the 
chief office in its gift, who could be more 
fitted to legislate in the interests of sobri- 
ety and temperance! At all events, the 
policy which would debar the holder of 
municipal office from being a License Com- 
missioner, would be entirely distinct from 
that which debars a License Commissioner 
from being s candidate for municipal office, 
The object of ene enactment is distinct 
from that of the other. The Ontario enact- 
ment sims at preventing a man who holds 
the position of License Commisslover from 
standing for municipal office. The Domin- 
ion Act ssys that a man who has atiained a 
certain municipal office shall be a License 
Commissioner. The objects of the two 
Aots being different, and the one not Inter- 
fering with the effectuation of the object 
of the other, they cannot be considered as 
incoonalstent or repugnant.”

EDITORIAL BREVITIES 


The Grit method of controversy is beautl- 
fully exemplified by the Hamilton Z'imes, 
which replies toa statement in the King- 
ston News with the words ‘‘ You lie!”

ject to the act of the Dominion Parliament, 
passed during the last seasion, ‘' respecting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors, and the 
{esue of licenses therefor,” and no loense 
issued, or to be issued under the authority 

. of any act of the Legislature, is to continue 
in force after the first day of May next. 


In Ontario the Grits are very foolishly, 


———-tnd pt great expénse to the public, fighting 


against the introduction of a law much su- 
perlor to the Provincial law. They profess 
to base their action on regard for ‘‘ Provin- 
olal rights,” but their real object is to retain 
the political power which they seized under 
the Orooks Act. 


Some days ago we gaye the views of Pro- 
fessor Foster (Prohibitionist) in fayor of 
the Dominion License Act. In other col- 
umns of to-day’s issue we present the 
opinions of Mr, E, K. Dodds (anti-Prohl- 
bitlonist), who agrees wish Professor Foster 
that the Dominion Act. is much more 
restrictive than the Orooks Act. 


The disclosures inthe East Northumber- 
land and South Victoria election cases 
show that the Midland Railway 1s, under 
Mr, Cox's mansgement, used freely as 
very powerful Grit election machine.

Thore is slumboring in their 
natures a aay tama towards their ex- 
cessive use which a slight indulgence may 
kindle into a consuming, clamorous desire 
Opium had apparently found something pe- 
ouliarly congenial in Mr. Jocelyn’s tem pera- 
ment and conatitution, and at first it had 
rewardod him with experiences more de- 
lghtfal than most of its votaries enjoy. But 
it is not yery long content to remain a bor

la there any moro buttor obtalnod by churn, 
ing the wholo milk?—If the potting and 
shimming aro pot properly carried out, the 
butter from wholo milk may be aiightly lar: 
Bee pe Konorally the quality will not be so 
good, 

What is tho boat way of raising or lowering 
the cream to that tomporatury? by lowering 
into i} oan containing hot or cold water, and 
suirringit through tho croam until tho ther: 
momotor registora 68 degreos, Cann for the 
purpose can ts purchased from 6s. 6d., to 9a, 
6d. ; thormomoter 2a. 6d. coach. 

May hot or cold water be addod to cream 
while charning? Botter not; more ospeolally 
se itis goverally done by yavew work. Ifa 
thermometer ia used before commencing, and 
the oream raised or lowered to 58 degrees, the 
churning will bo fivishod within twenty. 
five minutos ; it may take less timo sooord. 
ing to the quantity of oream avd tho desorip: 
tion of the churo used. If the oream is very 
a5 itis as well to thin {t with some skim 
milk, 

Is buttermilk better for roaring calves and 
fooding pigs than skim milk? Ono the oon- 
trary, not so gcod, Skim milk, with boiled 
linseed, is praotioally av good as whole milk 
for this purpose, and muoh ohoaper. 

Are there auy other objections to churniag 
the whole milk? It takes # churn ten time 
the capacity and power to drive lt ton timos 
greater,than when the cream only is churned, 
In our yioloity to the dairy countries on the 
continent we noyer hoard of any farmer 
churning anytbing but cream, 

How is {t koown when batter comes or is 
released fromthe globules? By ohange of 
sound, which comes all at once, aad in a hand 
churn aleo by weight on the haud. A practi. 
oal dairymaid can always tell without any ox- 
amination of the cream, 

At what point ought the churning to bo 
stopped? The moment the butter is relezsed, 
aud appears like grains of wheat. Th's is one 
of the most important points to attend to, in 
making fine butter, andthe neglect of this 
rule is probably tho cause, in nine czses out 
of ten, of interlor butter. 

Why should the churning be stopped at 
this point? Beoause any churning after this 
fs only injaring the grain by frictlon, and 
gatheriag the granules into lamps of butter 
and buttermilk hax to be removed. One 
thing is cortain—no more butter will bs ob- 
tained by contlnulog the churning, 

What ts the cause of sometimes the butter 
not coming, the cream only froth'ng? This 
generally arises from oharning cream from 
cows outof health, in a state of fever, or 
wanting to go to profit, chased by dogs, eto. 
It may also arivo from some foreiga aubstance 
having got in the milk or oream. 

What is tho best way to remove the butter 
from the churn? Witha small hair sieve. 
From this, tho first manipulation of butter, to 
tho lass prooess—puttlog it upfor sale—it 
ought never to be touched with the hand

The Floral Queen. 
ROSES IN HISTORY, AND HOW THE FAMOUS AT- 
TAR IS MADE. 

A Turk oan by no means endure to see the 
leaves of roses fall to the ground, because some 
believe that tho first rose was made from a 
drop of Venue’ blood, and others that it first 
camo from the sweatof Mohammed, The 
Ghebes beliove that when Abraham, their great 
prophet, was thrown Into tho fire by order of 
Nimrod, the flames turned into a bed of roses 
upon which the child slumbered sweetly. 
This is alluded to in “ Laila Rookh,” by the 
lines : 

When pitying heaven to roses turned 

The death flames that beneath him burned. 

Herodotus writes of roses in the gardens of 
Midas, the son of Gordius,in Phrygia that had 
sixty leaves, growling with little trouble, and 
more fragrant than all the reat. Luoullus,the 
Roman General, spent fabulous sums in order 
to be able ta haye them at all seasons; and 
in the tima of tho Roman Republic the people 
used not to be satisfied unless thelr oups of 
Falernian wine were swimming with roses. At 
the regatta of Baix the whole surface of the 
Lucrine Sea used to be strewn with thie flow 
er. At the grand hanquets which Nero nave 
he caused showers of roses tobe rained down 
on hie guoste from eportures' in the cviling. 
Hellogabalus carried this to such on insane 
length as to cause the suffocation of several of 
his guests, who could not extricate themselves 
from the hosp of flowers, Ani Antiochus, 
even in winter, aleptina tent of gold and 
silk and on a bed of roses. Oleopatra, when sho 
entertained Authony, covered the floor of the 
bavqueting room to the depth of an oll, and 
Heliogabalus was not content with drinking a 
certain kind of wine made of roves, but was 
extravagant enough to bathe in the “ wine of 
roves,” 

To dream of roses denotes happy love, but 
not unmixed with sorrow trom others, I 
typifies an artist, and is the emblem of lo vo. 
Tho rose aw a symbol of silence gavo rise to 
the phrase, ‘‘ Under the rose,” from the olrt- 
oumatanco of the Popo’a prowenting consecrated 
roses which were placed over contessionals to 
denote secrosy. It is alao said that the phraso 
is of Grook origin, originating from the old 
custom of suspending a roae oyer tho gacat 
table as an emblom that the conversations 
should not bo repeated elsewhere, Cultivated 
roses Were firet planted in Bnglend in 1522, 
the damask rove being Introdacid from tho 
south of France some time prior to A D, 1753, 
the moss rose in 1724, and the China rose 
about 1787. Thoro aro four ways of writing 
it, Attur, Attar, Uttur and Otto of Rowos, 
Tho last is the loast correct. In Jodia, whore 
thore are lmmeonye rose farms and where most 
of the attar comes from, tho ro#o harvost 
commences on the let of Marob, and lasts to 
the ond of April. Karly in tho morning mon, 
women and obildren swarm about the rose 
trees like a colony of bees, plucking the flow 
ore and oarrylng thom in bags to the contract- 
ors, Tho ‘‘atill’ is of the simplost and rudost 
construction. Its boiler will hold from eight 
to twolve gallons, Into this aro oast from 
12,000 to 16,000 roses ; about fiftoon to twonty 
quarts of water aro added, and tho result will 
be sbout one quart of rose wator from cach 
thonsand roses, Aftor distillation the roso 
wator is placed in » glaus carboy and exposed 
to tho sun for sovoral days, to ripen or mix 
well tho floating attar with the water. 

This is tho pure, onadaltorated rose water, 
Whon adulteration fe nooossery, oll of sandal 
wood is used. ‘To sooure attar the rose water 
is transforred to » largo motal basin, and tiod 
oyor with wot muslin to koop out tho Insects; 
tho veesol fs then lob down into a hole in tho 
ground about two foot deep. and allowed to 
stand qulot all night, for the attar le always

The Hamilton Times having asked ‘What 
does ‘alaughtering’ mean?” Tho Gelt Ke: 
porter supplies the following practical 
example :—“'Tho Times is printed and 
published in the city of Hamilton. Lt cir- 
oulates freely throughout the Province. But 
suppose there was a law which imposed 
stich a duty on every copy now sent out of 
the olty limite as actually to prohibit such 
clroulation,and to confine it to the city it; 
self, Very well. Then let us suppose thot 
the Globe and Mail, and all outside papers 
for the matter of that, had free acceas to 
Hamiiton, and knowing the disabilitios 
under which the Z'imes labored, throw in 
their papers into tliat city at just about the 
cost of the paper on which they were priot- 
ed. They would lose nothing by #0 doing, 
but the Zimes or any other newspaper in 
like clroumstances would be ruined. This 
is ‘alaughtering ;’ and this is just the 
manner in whioh the American manufac- 
turers treated those of Oanada prior to 
1878. The Canadians were prohibited from 
sending thelr manufactures inte the Unit- 
ed States, while Americans had full control 
and run of the Canadian markets,and where 
it became necessary ‘ slaughtered ’ them in 
order the more speedily to ruin their Cana- 
dian competitors.” 


WONDERFUL PROGRESS. 


The rate at which the Pacific Railway is 
being constructed is highly creditable to 
the Company, their engineers aud ocontrac- 
tors, asall previous achievements in track 
laying have been surpassed by the O. P.R.

The Sheriff, Clorks of the Courts, and Depu- 
ty Sheriffs and other citizens having formed a 
so-called citizyna’ committee, mean to decide 
who is to be sacrificed. At the last meeting 
Hough’s death as a political necessity was 
determined upon. A reign of terror prevails. 
United States District Judge Morrlson, says 
he willhold no more courts at Jefferson, 
which is just what the defendants in the 
Marion County election cases have been plot- 
ting for, Clark Singleton, of the United 
States Courts of the eastern district of Texas, 
fears violent means will be used to prevent 
the session of the court, and has removed the 
papers in the election cases, under threats to 
capture them from private rouroes. It is 
learned that the County Clerk of Marion is 
suspected of complicity in Hough’s murder. 
The writer, who is greatly alarmed, writes to 
the Attorney General, ‘‘for God Almighty’s 
sake do something to help us if you oan,”

W. Bro, A. A. Stevenvn, P. G.M.,who, while 
on o visit to Exgland, presented it through 
the proper channel, 

The address continues :—

It has always boon assumed by tho com- 
meotators thas Joseph, acoompaniod by the | 


arduous journey from Bethlehom by Gaza and 
ol-Arish vo Ismailia and Memphis, It is trao 
that legendary art and later tradition repre- 
sent the Holy Family to baye been protected 
by miraculous interposition on the difficult 
undertaking. Without divino aid, specially 
roodéred, it is impossible to coacdive that ix 
could have been accomplished. The route must 
always have beon costly and fatiyuing. In this 
Case it was peouliarly uasuitable, Traversed 
by Koman vourlérs, aud patrolled to tho north 
of tho “river of Egypt’ by the ‘soldiers of 
Horod, the little party muat have excited the 
attention itsought toavoid, anda report 
would have beea at once made to tho officer 
charged with the inurderous duty of slaughter- 
{ng the infants of Bethlehem. The frontier 
fortrows of Rhinooolura would have beon an 
insuperable obstacle, The desert and the sea 
offered no alternative road. Thore is nothing, 
however, in the saored narrative to imply that 
Joveph did not act as any one else vocking to 
escape from southern Palestine woald un- 
Goubtedly do, St, Matthew says that when 
the Magi ‘‘ wore departed behold tho angel of 
the Lord appeared to Joseph in a dream, uay- 
ing: Arise, take the young child and his 
mothor and flee into Egypt, and be thou there 
uotil I bring thee word ; for Herod will seek 
the young child to destroy him. When ho 
arose, he took the youag ohild and his mother 
by night and departed into Eyypt; and was 
there until the death ot Herod.” 

Starting a little bofore dawn he would make 
his way to the gost, whore’ s boat might 
haye been procured at soy point between 
Azotus aod Gaza. Having bafiled pursuit at 
the start, the numerous mouths of the Nile 
offered a similar opportunity of entering Egypt 
unobserved. The Cuptio tradition of Matari- 
yoh tends to confirm this viaw. The holy 
places of Egypt wore not ‘invented ” to sat- 
isfy an empress mothér, tor aré they coaveni- 
ently distributed along favorite pilgrim roads.

“FOOTMEN AND HORSES.” 


Jeremiah, xii. 5; ‘ If thou hast run with the 
footmen, and they have wearied thee, then how 
canst thou contend with horses? And if in the 
land of peace, wherein thou trustedst, they wea- 
ried thee, then how wilt thou do in the swelling 
of Jordan ?"" 

Jeromiah had become impatient with his 
troubles. God’ssys' to him : ‘Tf you cannot 
stand those siiall trials and porseoutions, what 
are you going todo when the greater trials 
and perecottions come?

You know that in April and May 
the Jordan overflows its banks and the waters 
rush violently on, sweeping everything before 
them. And God says to the prophet: ‘If 
you are oyercome with smaller trials and vex- 
ations which havo! \assanltéd ‘you, what will 
you do when the trials and annoyances and 
persecutions of life come in’a freshet ? ‘‘ If in 
the land of peace wherein thou trustedst they 
wearled theo, then how wilt thou do in the 
swelling of Jordan?” 

I propose, if God will help me, in a very 
practical way to auk—if itie such a difficult 
thing to got along without the religion of Je- 
aus Obrist, when things are comparatively 
smooth, what will we do without Ohrist amid 
the overpowering misfortunes and disasters of 
life that may come upon us?

The faot 
that you have coms here, my brother, my 
slater, shows that you have some th: you 
beliéve in common with myself, You believe 
thiaf thore iva God. Thore is not an atheist 
in all this house, 1 do not belibve thore over 
was» roal athoist ic all the world) Napoleon 
was on a ship’s deok bound for Egypt. It was 
a bright starry oighb, aod ay he paced the 
deck thinking of the great atfalra of the State 
and of battlo, he heard two mon on the deook 
in conversation about God, ono saying thoro 
was God and tho other ssying thero was 
none. Napoloon stopped aud looked up at 
the starry heavens, and then he tarned to 
those mon in oonvorsation and said: ‘‘Gon 
tlemon, I heard one of you say there Is no 
God; if thore isno God will you ploaso to 
tell mo who mado all that?” Ayo, if you 
had not boon porsuaded of it before, you 
aro porsuaded of it now; for tho shining 
heavens doclare tho glory of God, and the 
earth shows His handiwork, But you bo- 
Hove moro than that; you believe that thore 
was o Josus; you bollove that there was o 
ovons ; you believe that you have an immortal 
soul ; you bollove that it must bo rogonorated 
by tho spirit of God, or you oan never dwell 
{n bliss otornal. [ think » great many of you 
will say that you bolieve itis important to 
havo tho religion of Josas Ohriet oyory day of 
our life, to smooth our tompora and purify our 
minds and hold us importurbable amid all tho 
annoyance and voxations of life. You aud I 
havo #e0n 80 many mon trampled down by

Without Josus wo would 
0 down uoderit, If already we havo boon 
beaten by Inalgnificant footmon, we would be 
distanced 10,000 losgues by the horses Ab, 
I don’t like to hoar a man say: “I could not 
commit such sein as that, I oan’t andorstand 
how » man vould bo osrriod away like that.’ 
You don’t know what you could do if tho 
grace of Goll lots you. ou koow what Joho 
Buoyen ssid when he saw'a mab sbaggoring 
slong the stront, thoroughly imbued with his 
habits, Hoe said: ‘ Thoro goos Joho Baoyan 
but for tho graoo of God” TI oan say 
whon I soe one utterly fallen: ‘'There 
goes Do Witt Ta'mage but for the’ grace 
of God,” If we have been deliver- 
ed from temptation {t is because the 
atrong armofthe Lord Almighty has beon 
shout us, not because we wore any better than 
thoy. Itis a groat folly to borrow trouble, If 
wo psn moot the misfortunes of today we 
Will be able to most the troubles of to-morrow; 
but suppose now, it through a Isck of the 
réligion of Jesus we are oyerthrown by small 
sing, does not our common sense teach us that 
we cannot stand up against grost ones? If 
wo osonot carry a pound can wo oarry a thou- 
sand pounds? If we are discomlited coming 
into battle with ono regiment,s battalion will 
outus to picons, If we are.unfit to cope with 
ono «mall trial, we won't be overcome by 
greater ones? If the footmen are too much for 
us, won't the odds be moro foarful against us 
when we contend with horses? I thank Got 
that some of His dear obildren have boon doe- 
livered, How was it that Paul oould say: 
“Sorrowfal, yet always rejoicing; poor, yet 
making rioh ;‘having nothing, yot possessing 
all things?” aad David the Psalmistsoars up 
into the rook of God's strength and becomes 
thoroughly composed amid all his sorrows, 
asyiog: ‘‘Godis our refage and strength, 
a very present help in the time of trouble ; 
thorofore shall we not fear though the earth 
be removed, though the mountains bo oast 
into the midst of the sea, though the waters 
thoreof roar and be troubled, though the 
sist rf snake with the swelling thereof, 
elah.”’

About 
all other exite and charges we may trifle, but 
not about thie, Stapenduous moment of life- 
quitting. Ob, whon the great tides of oter- 
nity arise about us, and fill the soul and sur- 
round it and sweep it out towards rapture or 
woe, ah, that will be the ‘awelllog of Jordan,’ 
I know people sometimes talk very merrily 
about the departure from this life. I am sorry 
to hear it. But men do make fun of the pas- 
sage from one world toanother. Byron joked 
a grost deal about it, but when it oame he 
shiverei with horror. Many an infidel has 
scoffed at tho idea of fearing a future world, 
but lying upoa his pillow in the las} hour his 
teeth have chattered with terror. I saw one 
summer in Westminster Abbey an epitaph 
which # poet ordered to be pat upon ‘his 
tomb: 

Life is'a jest, 

And all things show it, 
I thought #0 once, 

But now I know it. 


I thought how inapt that, in a place of so 
pulture, men should try their wittioisme, A 
great Gorman, having rejected Ohrist, in his 
last momont eaid: ‘' Give melight, give me 
light?” Ob, we may be smart with our oriti- 
cism about the last hour, bat when it comes, 
and the tides are rising, and the sarf is beat- 
ing, and the winds are howling, wo will each 
one, my bretbren, find for himself that it Is 
the swelling of the Jordan, Oar natural cour- 
ago won't hold us out then, However familiar 
we may have been with scenes of morality, 
however much we may have screwed oar 
courage up, we want something more than 
natural resources, Whon the northeast wind 
blows off from tho sea of death, it will put 
out all earthly lights. The lamp of the Gos- 
pel, God-lighted, isthe only lamp that can 
stand fn that blest, Tho weakest arm hold- 
ing that shall not be confounded ; the strong: 
est one neglecting that ehall stumble and oie. 
When the Jordan rises in ita wrath the first 
dash of its wave will swamp them forever, 
We feel how sad itis fora maa to attempt 
this life without religion, We see what » 
dolefal thing it iv for a man to go dowa into 
the mistortunes of lito without Christian so- 
laco; but if thst be so, bow much more ter- 
riblo when that msn coins facd to faco with 
tho solomnitids of the Isst hour. Oh,if in tho 
bright sunshine of hoalth and prosperity a 
man felt the need of something hotter, how 
will he feel when the shadows of the last hour 
gather above hls pillow? Ifta the warmths 
of worldly proprioty he was sometimes dis- 
mayed, how will he fool when the last obill 
oreops over him? If while things’ were com- 
paratively smooth ho waa diequioted, what will 
he do ia tho agonion of dissolution? ‘‘Ifin the 
laut of peace in which ho trusted thoy woarlod 
him, what will‘ho do amid the swolling of 
Jordan ?”

Coming to the Front. 


Qanadian people, says an oxchange, aro 
golng rapidly to,the front in Dakota, and 
some of the liveliest towns In that territory 
have been founded by ‘familivs from this 
vicinity. There is every prospect that Da- 
kota will be the next state admitted into the 
Union, and just now, while crop prospects 
throughout many states are far from good, 
Dakota indications were never better for 
an enormous yield of wheat. Along the 
line of the Northorn Pacitic business ia 
booming, and just now people in this part 
of tho world are looking toward Oryatal 
Springs, in Kilder county, 63 milos east of 
Bismarck ; the new capital. Tho town site 
is owned by W. O. Spafford, of Prinow Ed- 
ward county, who haa already built a fine 
hotel and is doing everything to aid settlers 
in securing land, etc, The railway company 
has putinside tracks, switches, a good 
passenger house, freight depot, telegraph 
office, eto., and Orystal Springs is ovidently 
destined to soon become one of the beat 
towns in that wonderful territory. 


The Wheat Supply ot India. 


According to a correspondont to the 
Indian Daily News, the Punjab country pro- 
duces nearly 100,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
of which one-forth is available to export. 
The cheapness of Indian labor reduces the 
cost of raising wheat to a yery low figure, 
aud is said fully to compensate for the 
greater oxpense of ocean transportation as 
compared with the freight charges from 
tbe United States. The Goyerpment has 
recognized the fact that wheat in India can 
only be raised to advantage by Irrigation, 
and, acting on his knowledge, is actively 
pushiog irrigating canals in the Punjab dis- 
trict, where nearly a million and a half acres 
were taken up last year for wheat oulture 
in advance of the opening of the irrigating 
canals, There is also said to be a stretch 
of territory covering 2,000 square miles 
botween Jacobabad and Sihi, whioh though 


"| uncultivated at this time, can be made 


highly probuctive by irrigation from tho 
Nari River. The correspondent states that 
the Government proposes to open up and 
irrigate these new regions and declares that 
**Amerloa and Russia will eventually find 
all these acres waving with luxuriant wheat 
fields.” This, however, is in the future. 
In the meantime, the United States must 
continue to be the granary of Europe.

THE ALBERT ELECTION. 


The Halifax Herald remarks: ‘* Tho 
triumphant election of Mr. Wallace, tho 
Liberal Conservative candidate in Albers 
County, N. B., is a most gratifying indica: 
tlon of popular confidence in that party 
Albert County has heretofore been regerded 
as one of the strongest Grit counties in our 
alster Province. In 1878 it returned Mr. 
Rogers, who was defeated yesterday by © 
handsome majority, At the general elec-

A Swimmer’s Advice. 


HOW AN INEXPERIENCED PERSON MAY SAVE 
HIMSELF FROM DROWNING. 


An old swimmer writes :—‘‘ I have been 
a swimmer for s considerable number of 
years, sothat I must know something 
about floating, and the way todo it is 
this: When you tind yourself in deep 
water you will sink first a few feet down, 
but if you do not struggle yon will 
come quickly to the surface again, whioh 
on reaching immediately draw a full 
breath, throw your head back, and this 
will have the effect of placing you ina 
recumbent position of the surface of the 
water. Now, this isa most oritical time 
for those who don’t know what to do 
next. Extend your arms at once ona 
level with your shoulders, palms of hands 
downwards, fingers close together, so 
that the water cannot penetrate them, 
and begin gently. paddling the water 
with the movement of the hands from 


| the wrist only. Extend your legs quietly 


and slowly inline with your body. If 
you raise your arms or your legs above the 
surface of the water you will sink, but if you 
have the presence of mind not to do so, or 
struggle about, you will never sink, so long 
as you keep paddling gently, without ox- 
ception, with your hands, and so you may 
have to float on until you are picked up or 
you are numbed by cold.”

he may, if be only observed the laws of the 
country. (Oheers.) The bill was iotrodaced 
and reoelved its first readiog, a grand victory 
being achieved in spite of all opposition, He 
was safe in saying that no bili during the 
thirteon years he had been io Parlismenot had 
more anxious workers than the noble band of 
members favorable toit, The bill and its 
requirements were put before the people of 
this Dominion, but before the seoond reading 
came on unfortunately mistakes were made, 
He was not going to find a great deal of feult 
with the Roman Catholios, or with the Re- 
formers, but so far as our own people were 
concerned, as Conservatives and Orangemen, 
they were not as anxious as they should have 
been.. He would say to them,.so far as the 
Reformers of Canada were concerned, they 
should not forget the fact that nine-tenths of 
the members of the Orange society in the pro- 
vinoe of Ontario bel nged to the Conservative 
party. He thought in justios, according to 
Reform principles, they should have passed 
over apy little wrongs which they might have 
suffered in the past, and have voted for the 
Orango Inoorporation bill. He wished it had 
been so, and if they had done it he was satis- 
fied that at the next election the Orangemen 
would have divided, and have gonein more 
for men and measures, and not 80 atrongly for 
party. (Cheers.) However, the Roeformora 
refused, save nine, whom he hoped would not 
be forgotten . He, would enumerate. them 
Firat there was James Sutherland,the member 
for North Oxford; then there was Hagh 
Sutherland, of Winnipeg, a gentleman who 
had been.telegraphed for to. go to Philadelphia 
on important,business, but refused to go until 
the diyision was taken Theo there were 
Watson, of Marquette, Ross, of Lisgar, and 
Snider, of Grey. These gentlemen elected 
almost entirely with the Orange yote against 
them, said, ‘‘ We are the people's represents- 
tives, the a society is réady to defend 
the country and the ovuntry’s interests. Ws 
wlll vote for the incorporation of this scolety. 
All honor to those men for their action They 
would never inoorporation without the assiat- 
ance of some of the Reformers in the House of 
Commons. Let them not forget to discharge 
their daty nobly to them, as by doing so they 
would be making themselves a power for good 
government, The Orange society was ready 
on all oooasions to do that which was right and 
for the interests of the country, Before speak: 
ing on theaction.of the Roman Catholics, there 
was one gootleman he wished to refer to—Mr., 
Bunting, of the Mail. He was not a member 
of the Orange sodiety, but in heart and epirit 
ho was with them. Although no longer a 
momber of Parliament, ho welded great in- 
fluence inthe Domiaofon. They spoke of the 
great leador of the Liboral-Conservative party, 
Sir Joho Macdonald, and of Mr. Blake, the 
Reform leader, as two great statesmen, but they 
should bear in mind that although Sir Joho 
inaugurated and successfully oarried out the 
National Volioy to the satiafaction of the ma- 
jority of the electora of the Vomiaion, the 
great help and assistance he regsived in pro- 
moting that policy oame from Mr, Banotiog 
and the Mai/ nowspsper. Mr, Bunting went 
to Ottaws, he worked day and night for the 
bill; he told the Frenchmen if they did not 
pass the measure they , wonld be doing an act 
of great injustice He spoke to Sir Heoter 
Lengevin, to Sir John Macdonald, and othor 
members of the Oabinet on the subj-ot.. Ho 
referred thom to the goneral support which 
the Uonseryative party halalways reocived 
at the hands of the Orangemen. Hoe (Mr, 
White) thaoked Mr. Banting for the noble 
avaistance he gave them during that timo of 
trial, assistance which they hoped would yot 
result in triumph, In conversation, along 
with twenty other gontlomen, with Sir Heotor 
Langovin, Mr. Bantiog said ;—‘‘ Sie Hootor, 
we must have inoorporation.” What was the 
reply ? Sir Heotor said:—‘'*So far as iaoor- 
poration is oonoernod, I porsonally wish you 
to havo it, bat I am opposed toall sooret 
soolotios, bevausce my ohuroh is opposed to 
them. Llike to see the Conservative party 
presperous, but! like the prosperity of my 
Obarch bettor than that of tho Conservative 
party. My bishops and priovte toll us, tho 
mombors of the. Oburoh, not to vote for and 
support any such sooletios,”” Mr. Banting, in 
reply, said; ‘That is agreat mistake, for 
thore are no mon on earth more anxious to do 
justice to all parties, and to give your Churob 
avy inoorporation it may require for ite bone- 
fit, than the Orangomon,” Ia bis (Mr. White's) 
opinion Bir Hector Langovin would find out 
that he had committed a great mistake, for if 
ovyor bo obtained the leadership of any Govern- 
mont in this country it would bo impossible for 
him to hold it without tho asesistance and oo- 
oporation of the Orange Soolety, (Obaora.—

With shipments of 
111,000 boxes from New York and about 
52,000 from Montreal, England is in a fair 
way to get her fill of Amerioan cheese, and 
it remains to be seen how she will accept 
such a large amount at this season of the 
year. This week will probably see the 
biggest receipts of the season in NewYork, 
the third weok in July generally being the 
heaviest in the year. Stooks in the country 
improved in quality last week, and are 
better oured than they have been. The 
cheese now being made is the beat of any 
this season, and if it oures properly the 
last half of July make will be of excellent 
quality. White cheese did not sympathize 
with colored stock in the raise, as there is 
a large over supply of it in market.

The Oapsize of the Daphne. 
DESCRIPTION OF THE DISASTER —STATEMENTS 
OF EYE~WITNESSES, 

The following acoount of the scone at the 
capsizing of the Daphne inthe Olyde is by 
the correspondent of the London Times ; 

The scene for a brief few moments was of 
the most appalling description. Asshe fell 
over upon her aide a good many of the men 
who were on the upper deck could be soon 
clinging to each other and geasping at rails, 
chains or any of the deok fittings that could 
afforda hold. Thoero were but few orles for 
help, the catastrophe occurring so suddenly. 
In a few minutos she had, gone clear out of 
sight in the middle of the river, and noth- 
ing conlti been seen bit afew mon atruggl- 
Ropes were thrown to 
the drownlog men, and the tugs and one or 
two boats that were in attendance did all 
they could, to save lives, but after the 
steamer disappeared very few men were 
found floating on the surface of the water) 
Several of the eye- witnesses state’ that one 
or two mon’ who were swimming about,and 
evidently making for the bank,were caught 
by their. drowning comrades’ and dragged 
down. As soon as the workmen who 
wore standing close to the end of the ways 
saw that the ship was heeling over, spars 
were seized hold of, and, slong with any 
blocks of wood lying about, were thrown out 
into the river. Ropes wére also. thrown 
out to those who were struggling at ‘the 
stern end of the vessel, which was protty 
close in shore. The tugs in attendance 
ventured as near as they possibly could, 


but the danger of striking mon 
struggling in the water was so great 
that any ‘assistance of this kind 


was practioslly neutralized. Two rowing 
boats were brought into requisition, and 
by their means abouta dozen men who 
clang tospars and pleces of wood were 
picked up. A few mon were seen to 
scramble on to the keel of the vessel as she 
heeled ‘over, but they disappeared. The 
fact aeems to be that thoseiwho could not 
swim and who failed to get hold of a spar 
or other means of support were drowned. 
It is thought by employees of the yard that 
about 200 men were on the steamer when 
she left the ways, Many men swam 
ashore, and the two ‘tugs that lay on each 
side of theslip ‘gave every possible assist- 
ance to the strugglers in the water. Oon- 
sternation spread like wildfire throughout 
Glasgow. As soon as the report of an acoi- 


with feclings of intense anxiety, and éven 
when they reached the yard, and had in- 
quired about their friends, they could not 
obtain much reliéf, ao great was the un- 
certainty on all hands as tothe extent of 
the disaster. The men who escaped, ot 
course, landed on both banks of the river, 


clothes changed or were driven off in some 
kind of yehlole to an infirmary. A large 
staff of . doctors were .summoned by tele- 
graph and,special.. messengers, and every 
vehicle forthe removal of'the men:brought 
ashore’ within’ call was ‘utilized. “Both 
the cityand county police were largely 
called into requisition, and under their 
direction a vigorous search of the, river was 
made, as well as attempts to arrive at the 
number of men who had lost their lives by 
the deplorable accident, 
STORY OF AN EYE+WITNESS. 


One who saw ‘the disaster gave the fol- 
lowing account *to the reporter of the 
Dundee Advertiser’: No sooner had she got 
her own length into the stream than sho 
canted and tumbled right over. Ins mo- 
ment or two she was clean out of sight,and 
it struck mo thatshe lay at the bottom with 
her keel uppermost. When -she fell over 
her whole cargo of men and boys—there 
were a good many boys on board—tumbled 
along with her intothe-water, Isaw them 
like in a mass on the surface of the river, 
and I saw some taken . down in the suction 
caused by the submersion. I noticed, too, 
thatithe wood and other’ stuff slid off the 
yorsel assho was falling, and came smash 
down on some of the- drowning men. It 
must have struck them heavily, because I 
hear now that there was blood on some of 
those who got out safe. When the heap of 
themon were all \struggling I heard some 
shrieks and observed several sink under. 
Those who did not. go down clung to pieces 
of wood.and other debris which floated out 
from the deck when the.accident happened, 
Two men wore saved by hanging on to the 
smith’s bellows. But I tell you it was fear- 
ful—something ‘the like ot which never 
happened before. When the great crowd 
wero in the river at once, 1 saw six poor souls 
of.them clutching each other. They held 
out for a few'monents and’then broke out, 
but/I couldnot tell. whether'they were’ all 
saved or not. Then I saw three or four of 
them trying to climb up the aide of the 
vessel as sho, was going down, but just at 
that momenta lot of steam oame from, 1 
think, the porthole, and they were obliged 
to give up tte «struggle. I think that 
everybody who witnessed the fearful sight 
from the shores was in a way) paralyzed fop 
the time, and. did not. know: .well what to 
do.

Tohornicheffsky and Bakunine may be 
considered thefoundersiof Russian | Nihil- 
ism. Pho formor waa ite theorist, tho lat- 
ter its apostle.and standard-bearer. Like 
Dostoyeffaky, Nekrassoff and many other 
Russian generals, Tohornioheffeky’s name 
became known and his works approciated 
only aftor his departure from the land of 
the living to Siboria, the land of the dead, 
Prior to his.arrest and exilein the yoar 
1864, ho was heard of alone ina few St. 
Potorsburg student coterles,and perhaps in 
tho office of the third sootion of the polioo, 
He was nothing more than an erratio stu- 
dont, who passed his spare timo in writing 
essays on political economy and fantastic 
novels, One of these, which may be oon- 
aldored tho chief cause of his transportation, 
doploted student life in St. Potersburg,aud 
glorified politioal and soolal lHoense in tte 
worat form, upholding both communism and 
fro loye. 

All hls works woro aftorwards published 
by his oo-roliglontate, and, more than the 


} ravings of Bakunino, and the plotting of 


the oxiles in London ahd Gonova, they 
holped to fan the flame of fanaticism that 
has oumminated in the present terrible

The Tendency of Scientific Inquiry. 


Sir Henry Barkley, G.O,M.G., F.B.8:, 
took the chair at the annual meeting of the 
Victoria (Philosophical) Institute, at 7, 
Adelphi Terrace, eh in the lant week 
in Jane. Tho Honorary Secretary, Captain 
F. Petrie, F.R.S.L.; read’ the report, by 
which it appeared that the Lustitute,— 
founded to inyeatigate, all questions of Phi- 
losophy and Science, and more especially 
any alloged to militate againat tho truth of 
Reyelation,—had now risen’ to b,020'mem- 
bers, of whom abont ione-third were For- 
eign, Colonial, and American, and new ap- 
plications to join-were~constantly coming 
iu, (Amiforeasiny nuaber of: leading men 
of Solence had joined its ranks, and men of 
Scienoe, whether. in ‘its ranks or nbt, con 
operated in its work. During the session 
a careful analysis had been undertaken by 
Professor Stokes, F.R.S., Sir J. R. Bon- 
nett, Vice-Prés. R.8., Professor Beale, F. 
K.8., and ‘others, of |the varions theories 
of Evolution, and it was reported that, as 
yet, no scientific evidence had been met 
with giving countenance to the theory that 
man had been evolved from a lower order 
in animals; and Professor Virooow had 
declared that there was a complete absencs 
of any fossil type of a lower stage in the 
development of mau ; and that any positive 
advance in the province of préhistorioc an- 
thropology las actually removed us further 
from proofs of such connection,—namely, 
with the reat of the Animal kingdom. In 
this, Professor Barranae, the great pals on- 
tologist, had concurred, declaritig that in 
none of his investigations had hé found soy 
one fossil species deyelope into: another. 
In fact, it would seem that no acientific 
man had yet discovered a link between 
man and the ape, between fish and frog, or 
between the vertebrate and the inverte- 
berate animals; further, ‘theré was no 
evidence of any one species, fossil or 
other, losing its peculiar characteristics 
to acquire new onés belonging to oth- 
er spécies ; for instance, however simi- 
lar the dog to the wolf, there-was no con- 
necting link, and among extinct. species the 
same was the case: there was no gradual 
passage from one to another. Moreover, 
the first animals that existed on the earth 
were by no means to be considerediaa in- 
ferior or degraded. Among other . investi- 
gations, one into the truth of the argument 
from Design in Nature has been carried on 
aud had hitherto tended to fully confirm 
that doctrine. The.question of the Assy- 
rian inscriptions and the,recent Babylonian 
researches had been under the leadership 
of Mr. Hormozd Rassam, who, oo his 
arrival from Nineveh, had given a ‘full 
report of the extent of his new excavations, 
which worelof the -bighest intersst. | His 
discovery of Sepharvaim, one of the first 
cities mentioned in. Holy Writ, was most 
important. Professor Dulitsoh and others 
aided in the considération ofthe discoveries 
and the inscriptions found. Two meetings 
had been held:to consider the questions 
raisud in Mr. Herbert Spencer's Philosophy 
and Lord O'Naill and othérs had shown, by 
woareftl analysts of his argaments, that a 
greater attention inaccuracy in statement 
would have kept Mr. Spenser from. arriv.

Edward Hanlan has crowned his great 
career as an oarsman by dofeating Wal- 
lace Ross—admittedly the second best 
poullor in the world—Dy upwards of 67 
sooonds in time, and scme four hundred 
yards in distance. So far, in fact, was 
Hanlan in front that his partner Lee, who 
wore the same costume asthe champion, 

and was rowing behind Ross, was mistaken 
for Hanlan, and the loser was, in coune- 
quence, at first proclaimed the winuor, The 
time for the four miles, was 271. 57s,, or 5 
seconds faster than the distance was ever 
rowed over before in a public race, This, 
too, after tho champion had rowed several 
hundred yards out of his way and 2lg zay 
ed about outside of the course. The per- 
formance is the most astonishing on record, 
and stamps Hanldn asthe most wonderful 
souller who ever satin a racing shell. So 
far is he superior to all other oarsmen, that 
no comparison can be made between him 
sod them. Oanada has reason to be 
proud of her phenomenal oaraman.

THE EGG TRADE. 

The growth of the Oanadian egg trade 
with the United States, as gathered from 
the Trade and Navigation Returns, is one 
of the most interesting commercial items 
of the day. It may be remarked that over 
nine-tenths of our exports of eggs are to 
the States. Thus, in 1877 we sent them 
114,624 dozens, valued at $15,180, out of a 
total of 125,778 dapens, valued at $16,584. 
In 1878 we sent them 133,364 dozens, out 
of a'total of 145,568. «In 1879 the amount 
rose to 3,375,413 dozens, valued at $375,- 
212. In 1880 this amount was more than 
doubled, 6,416,501 dozens being sent, at a 
valuation of $736,902. And in 1882 the 

mantity shipped to the States was 10,- 

55.314 dozena. valued at $1,583,873 out 
of & total of 10,499,082 dozen, or over 

125,998,000 -gy-, valued at $1,643,709. In 
view of these facts, it was proposed a few 
months age to puton a duty of one cent 
per dozen, But the idea was not entertained, 
inasmuch as neither Canada nor any part 
of the world elsewhere, that has yet been 
laid under tribute, can furnish enough for 
general uses. Eggs aré even now coming to 
New York from Denmark, Italy and Hun- 
gary, where they are picked up at from six 
toeight centsa dozen. They arrive in 
cdses of one hundred and twenty dozen 
each, which is much larger than the usual 
package, and fifty dozen more than the 
American barrel. These importations be- 
gan three years ago. A New York mer- 
chant received in one consignment 1,300 
cases, equal to 1,900 barrels. The freight 
charge for the ordinary barrel of eggs, con- 
taining seventy dozen, is fifty cents from 
most European countries to New York, or 
two-thirds of a cent per dozen, There is 
no reason, in the opinion of old merchants, 
why the egg trade may not extend to other 
and remote countries, even as far as Ohina, 
where no industry is carried on with more 
vigor than poultry raising. Fora thous- 
and miles from the canal, each little yard 
{s provided with a cock and hens. Even 
the boats which ply upon the great rivers 
of that country and their tributaries, are 
supplied with the useful bird. It will be

SKETCH OF IIs LIFE 


Charles. Heywood Stratton, bétter known 
as **Gonoral Tom Thumb,” who diocd at his 
residence in Middlobora, ‘Mass, at half-past 
olght o’clook Sunday morning, of apoplexy, 
was born in Bridgeport, Conn., on January, 
4, 1833 Ho was tho third of four ohildren, 
all excepting hitnself blog of ordioary alzs. 
Ho was first oxhibited by P, T, Barnum about 
forty yeareago, when ho was five yoare of 
mre although he was. advertised as being 
eleven. He was engaged for $3 por wook and 
travelling ‘exponses, bis mother going with 
him.

Repulsed at Hanoi. 

The following account of the repulse of the 
French troops at Hanoi has been abridged by 
a correspondent in Oaloutta from the state- 
ments published in the /ndependant de Saigon, 
—** For somo days prior to May 19 the garrl- 
son had been much annoyed by a heavy 
cannonade from the Annamite troops sur- 
rounding them. The boasting and menaoces 
of the enemy were constantly increasing, and 
the ohief of the Black Flags sent a sort of 
Homerio challenge, announcing that ho would 
kill the French commandant with his own 
hand, On the 19th Commandant Riviere as- 
sembled all the troops, im order to make a 
determined sortie, Commandant Borthe de 
Vilers led the oolamn, which consisted of four 
hundred men, with some sailors drawing the 
guns, They marched intothe open without 
resistance, The Annamites fled onall sides, 
and the French soldiers advanced with oon- 
fidence, when, at the very place where Fran 
oois Garnior was killed, they were brought u 
short by a etookade, concealed by ai 
affording cover toa strong body of Black 
Flags. A continuous fusillade was at once 
opened upon the French oolamn, and almost 
immediately, without belng able to fire a shot 
in their defence, elghty soldiers fell dead or 
wounded. Commandant Riviere’s first step 
was to endeavor to bring up hisartillery; and 
he, with Cadet Moulin, helped on the sallors 
with the cannon, both being shot dead while 
bo omployed. Commandant Berthe de Vilors 
was mortally wounded and two other officers, 
MM. Jacquin and Bresis, werealso killed. 
The confasion was such that the soldiors were 
unable to recover the bodies of their officers. 
When the news of the repulse reached Saigon 
the guoboats Volta and Saigon were despatoh- 
ed with 500 regular.troops, under Chief-do: 
Bataillon Chevalier, who opened negotiations 
with the leaders of the Blavk. Flags for the 
redovery of the bodies of the French officers 
and soldiers.”

Kright, treats all»who dooa nor 
agreo with:himas tmbeociles, Evon the .Em- 
poror himself he desorlb'a as being ‘andor 
philanthropio delusions.”. ‘‘I knew,” ho says 
‘what I wanted?! my mission was to mako 
the country Russian, both in politioal feeling 
and {n religion ; and if it has been noovssary 
for this to exterininate the Polos and destroy 
theircharches and houses, U should have done 
is.) ‘Lhe attempts at. oonailiatlon mado by 
Prince Suvoroff, the Governor. General of St, 
Polorsburg ; General Milutlo, the Minister 
of War, snd M’Valodyeff, thé Minister of the 
Interior, wore io his oyos nothing but ‘‘hu- 
manitarian folly.” -Immodiately after his 
arrival at Vilna, on the l4th of May, 1866, 
Mouravieff iesued an edict imposing severe 
penalties on all householders from whose 
promises mon had gone to join the insur- 
reotion, and ordoring all sentencos 
upon porsons found guilty of haylog 
taken part in the insurreotion,to be at once 
carried out. The result af this odict was that 
two priests woro shot and two noblomen 
hanged ; the Bishop of Krasinski, who bo 
camo Llon hearing tho nows,waa'banlehed by 
Mouravloff to Siboria, A spocial income tax 
of 10 per cont was imposed on every Pole in 
Lithuania, oach of whom also had to pay his 
sharo of tho annual oost of the territorial 
guard, amounting to 800,000 roubles, Ao- 
cording to Mouravioff’s own roport, tho num- 
bor of Poles punished for polittoal offonocs 
durlog the two yoars of his rule waa 9,361, 
Of theso 128 were hangod or shot, 917 sent to 
hard labor in the mines, 1,472 banished to 
Siborla and 5,625 to othor parts of the empire, 
and 864 sent to serve in the orlminal compan: 
joa of tho,army.—<St, James’ Casetle,

“THAT IMPORTANT CUSTOMS 
CHANGE.” 


Such is the heading under which |i 
Toronto Globe attempta to enlighten i 


readers upon obanges which were made in 


the Oustoms laws of Osnada, during the 


Jast seasion of Parliament. As usue', when 


ever that journal attempts to disouss this 
important subject, it either displays unpar- 


donable ignorance or malevolence. 


An American jourual some short time 


since, in the interests of American manu- 
facturers and American exporters, drew 
attention to certain clauses in the amended 
Customs Act of 1883, and declared them to 
be new and framed with the intent of dis- 


oriminating against American trade, to ao- 
complish which the Government had struck 
at the Ognadian importer. Ever ready to 
aid American manufacturers at the expense 
of Canadians, the Globe and other Grit pa- 
pers seized upon the idea, and commenced 
at once to denounce the Government and 
the Minister of Oustoms in particular, for 
having legislated in such a manner as to 
foflict a wrong upon the impor‘era of the 
Dominion. The Mail's Ottawa correspond- 
ent pointed out that the clauses referred to 
by the Globe were not new, but simply are- 
enactment of clauses which were in the Act 
of 1879 ; to which statement the Globe of 
the 18th inst. replies as follows:

“The two Acts differ about as widely cs it is 
possible to differ. The Act of 1879 says the value 
for duty to be “ the value in the principal 
: markets of the country from whence the same 

: been exported.” The Act of 1883 says 
that the valuefor duty shall be the market value 
of the articles ‘‘when sold for home consumption 
in the principal markets,”"etc. It is in the in- 
sertion of the words italicized that the change 
has been made. We judge from the official ex- 
planation given above that the Customs Deparc- 
ment is not aware that the italicized words do 
not sppese in the Act of 1879, 

ow the insertion of these words renders 
European goods purchased in bond in New York 
appraisable tor duty at the value of the articlea 
when sold for home consumption in New York. 
ere can be but one meaning to these wo ds. 
Duty must be paid on the American duty. If 
Mr. Bowell did not apprehend the force of this 
change at the time he made it, that is his affair. 

To us itis clear that the wholesale trade of To- 
rento has received another serious blow from 
Otiawa, and it does nit matter much whether 
the blow was dealt in malice or in ignorance,” 

We have given the article in foll, in or- 
der that our readers may the better under- 
stand the points in dispute. 

By reference to the paragraphs placed in 
joxtaposition and the comments which fol 
low, the casual reader would come to tho 
conclusion that the Globe had convicted its 
opponents of untruth, and that there wes 
material and important difference between 
the provisions of the Oustoms Act of 1883, 
and those of the Act of 1879, so far as they 
related to the value of goods for duty when 
imported from foreign country into Oan- 
ada; but when we point out, as we shall 
do, that the Globe has deliberately falsified 
the record, importers will learn how unre- 
liable and dishonest that paper can bo 
whenever it comments upon the acts of the 
party to which it is opposed,

Mr, W. B. Smollie, consulting engineer 
of the Canadian Pacitic Railway, who has 
just returned to Montreal from a visit to 
the Lake Superior section of the line, was 
interviowed by repreeontative of the Her- 
ald, When asked the state of the works 
he replied, ‘‘ Very favorable ; they have 
made excellent progress, and the pace 
will be quickened rather than reduced. 
The track layers are now 75 miles weat of 
Callander, the yrading beyond that point 
is well advanced, and the rails will be laid 
to Sudbury Junotion—at the 100th mile— 
by the end of September, and to 26 miles 
west of the yunotion by the end of the sea- 
son.

There is the old city, shorter by nacio than. 
any other city in the ayes, spelled with two 
letters —A, i—Ai Joshua and his men want 
to take it. How to doit is the qaestlon, Oo 
a formor oodasion, in. stratyhttorward, fave 
to-face fight they had been defeated ; but now 
they are going to take it by ambuscade, Gon- 
eral Joshua has two divisions in his army— 
thé ofe division the battle-worn commander 
will lead himself, the other division he sends 
off to envamp in an ambush on the wost side 
of the olty of Ai. No torches, no lanterns.

Doath of Another Pioneer of Hast- 
ings Vounty. 


On Sunday morning, the 15th inet., the 
family and neighbors of Mr, ‘Va. Emerson 
wore called to mourn on acoount of bis de- 9 
ooave, 

Mr. Emorson, who resided on Lot 
in the 8th concession of Tharlow, though acl 
dom siok add remarkably active during « life 
of 86 years and 7 months, had, during tho 
past two months, suffered sovoroly from drop- 
ay of tho heart. This disease proved to be 
beyond the physician's control and the voner 
ablo fathor numbors one more among tho de- 
partod, 

Ho was born in the County of Formanayb, 
Iroland,in tho yoar 1796, served for tive yoars 
as olork in the dry goods businers, and while 
thus ongaged he corresponded with a gontlo- 
man living where Picton now staods, who 
dosirod him to come out to the vow country 
and engage in businoss with him. Mr.Emer- 
son loft the land of his birth and obildhood, 
but his firat marked oxperionce in Amorioa 
was demonstrative of the uncertainty of things 
in this world, for upon arriving ho found that 
his correspondent had diod a fow daya betore 
His plans frustrated thore, be opgaged as 
teacher In Major Young's sobool, Hallowell 
Township, Prinoe Edward Go. Altor teaching 
thore for a time, he continued elsewhere for 
about two yoara,during which timo ho married 
Rosannah, third daughter of Mej ir Young, 
and afterwards settled on the lot do whiob he 
died, 

He and his companion must have oxperiono- 
od lonely hours, for \the surrounding country 
was then an unbroken wilderoors, and the 
noarest nelghbor lived about throo wiles away, 
Visitors and the family can regollect many 
vory ontortalning oveniogs when the old father 
would sit and tell with dolight of victory over 
hardships, and strange Incidents connected 
with his oarly life in Canada, and strike tho 
won‘erful contrast between thoso days and 
thone of the past. 

Ho was ono of tho firat voluateora at the 
{ime of the rebellion of '37 aud '38, and was a 
Liberal Conservative in politios, 

Though thus passing through experience 
strange and diffioult, ho did not noglect the 
duty hé owed to God and his fellowmen, but 
sought to cultivate himself and to lead others 
to cultivate Christian virtues aod had tho 
honor of starting the firat Sauday Sohool in 
this part of the country and led the Motho, 
dist olass for some time, 

During his last illness he gave evidence of 
possessing a wood degre of patiunce and love 
to God. One could not listen to him express 
his assurance that “God would never leave 
nor forsake him" without admiring his strong 
faith. After years of oxporionce ho delighted 
to say ‘the Lord is my shield and my buckler.’ 
Thus he died, nearly a year and a half after 
his beloved companion. 

A large number of neighbors and friends 
assembled on Monday afternoon for his burial. 
After service conducted by the Rector, Rev, 
Mr, Gardner, in the English Churoh at Ros- 
jin, of which he died a member, his body was 
intorred in the burlal-place by the Church, 

His children mourn the departare of an 
aged and beloyed parent, but they look for- 
ward in hope of a glorious reunion,

“instanced of the Government of Ontario by 
R, W, Phipps, Toronto, has been issued, 
We hope that the appearance of this report 
indicates that the attention of the Provin- 
clal Government will from this time forward 
be given to the very important subject to 
which itis devoted. Up tothe present 
time they have only treated our forests as a 
fund from which to draw the means of sup- 
plying the profuse and extravagant expen- 
diture which, but for this resource, would 
long sgo have exhausted the Provincial 


exchequer, and of securing the political 


support of the lumbermen, by granting 


them, at a nominal cost, immense areas of 


timbered land, which, if honestly adminis- 
tered, would have retarned millions of 
dollars tothe Provincial treasury. But 
the preservation of our forests has a more 
important bearing upon the national pros- 
perity than the question of finance. On the 
eastern continent, the destruction of the for- 
esta with which they wereoriginally covered [ 
has reduced many wide districts, formerly 
famed for their fertility, to absolute desert 
barrenness, and even on this continent 
large tracta of formerly productive land 
have lapsed into irremediable sterility, the 
very soil having been washed off from the

L It is not true that cotton ts 25 per 
cent. dearer unter the present tariff than it 
would have been had the Mackenzie tariff 
remained in furoy, As compared with the 
price of the raw matvrial, the most of the 
manofactured article is actually lower in 
Osnada jo-day than it was under the former 
tariff. : ; 

2. It is not true that manufacturers of 
cottons are-being made rich at the expense 
of their fellow eitizens by Act of Parliament. 
The percentage of profit has been so decreas- 
ed through the home competition created by 
“‘Act of Parliament,” that the mauufactur- 
ers are not by any means making fortunes. 
The Witness’ own columns have shown 
within a week, that the market for cottons 
is in m very unsatisfactory condition.

The bottom has entirely dropped out of 
the boom in hops by which the brewers 
wore so badly scared last winter, Some of 
the lucky operators who had large stocks 
when the flurry commenced, and the bold 
but prudent ones who went in with a dash 
and sold out at big figures without waiting 
for bigger ones, made very large sums of 
money in the earlier months of the excite- 
ment. Several of them are credited with 
having pocketed halts million each. But 
those who held on to do better, and nearly 
all the outside speculators, have been nip- 
ped. When hops, for which 16 oentsa 
pound isa paying price to the producer, 
were forced up to $1.15, the confident bulls 
proclaimed that the price wouldreach $1.50, 
and perhaps $2 before this year’s state crop 
could come in, They were believed by 
many brewers and speculators, who bought 
on the unnatural rise, Brewers laid in 
large stocks at 87 cents, and felicitated 
themselves upon having done so. One who 
had bought for delivery at 80 conts was 
offered $2,000 to relinquish his contract and 
refused. That was only last winter, Now 
good hops are down to 25@28 cents, and

A Oonneotlout correspondent of the New- 
Enaglaod Homestead writes an follows : | 

In the Homestead of June 30, E. O, 
Tattle gives his modus operandi of baudling | 
swarms. IL will give mine, which I think 
is oasior and frequently handier. When 
the swarm comes out, caye tho qacen as he 
advises, and after all the bees are outy (I 
keep all my queen’s wings clipped) throw 
® oloth over the front of the hive. ‘Then 
put your caged queen under a box of any 
kind thatis handy; olevato the box on 
two stioks of wood, having it directly in 
front of the awarming hive. The bees will

in afow minutes hide themselves, and you 
can take care of them at your leisure. I 
then take all the brood fromthe hive, put 
in one empty comb ahd one frame on each 
side of it fall of foundation; put in the 
frames of side boxes, two of them on each 
side ; put the oase of top boxes in its place 
on the hive and close itup. I then liberate 
the queen at the entrance,and give the hive 
containing the bees a good shake to deposit 
tho bees on the ground ; thon let them go 
in at their leisure. 

The combs takon from the hive are 
awept clean of bees and given to the nuclei 
raising queen, unless the cells on them are 
such as are wanted to raise queens from. 
If they are, the bees are not swept off the 
combs, but the combs and bees are used 
for forming the nuolel for saving the young 
queens, 

At the end of the week the old stock is 
ready for more combs. If it has been 
properly handled previously, it will now 
have a few boxes ready to come off. ‘These 
are replaced by the side boxes, and then I 
go to the nuclei to which I gave the combs 
from the ola hive; get two that the 
bees are mostly hatched out of; sweep 
them clean of bees; put one comb wach 
bide of the centro one, spreading the other 
two far enough aidewise to makeroom, The 
filling out of the two frames with comb 
that had the half sheet of foundation in, has 
kept the attention of the bees from any 
more swarming, and you will have two nice 
worker combs that are made from the wax 
scales that would have been wasted if fall 
sheets of foundation had been given. The 
bees are driven into the boxes, and their 
whole force is concéntrated on the 
surplus. I have tried the above plan ever 
since 1878, aud expect to look along time 
for one that is better. 

O. G. Russell, in the same issue, advises 
against too much smoke. Sixteen years 
working among bees hag forced me to say 
the same. Too much smoke is as bad, or 
worse, than none at all. More swarms of 
bees are mado yery cross than are natural* 
ly so. To illustrate this, I will give one 
{nstance» out of: hundreds IL) know: In 
1880, a gentleman keeping 12 swarms of 
uncommonly cross bees onlled on me one 
day to examine my bees. T li 


ghted fhe 
smoker, set it on the ground, took the' top 
Ol $08 hivo. careiaty; took oi tne quilt on 


top ot the frames,and lifted out comb after 
comb without using a particleof smoke. 
We weré at least 30 minutes working’ at 
that stock’; neither of us was stung, nor 
did a bee offer t6 ating. He wanted three 
queens of this sort, so that he could have 
I let him have the queen 
from that hive (the swarm covered 12 
Langstroth frames and was working in the 
top boxes) and two of her’ sisters. In six 
weeks I went vo see him, and not being 
observed by him, I watched his move- 
ments. He walked up to the hive, snateh- 
ed off the cover, took hold of the quilt 
with one hand, end yanked it off with foros 
enough to.tear the hive to pieces ; in the 
other hand he had his smoker, from which 
he injected the smoke in smothering 
clouds, and’the sir was full of wofully en- 
raged bees. That hive contained the queen 
that was mother tothe bees I, handled 
without any smoke, yet he told me there 
was noocrosser stock in his yard. One 
week afterwards [ handled that same stock 
without smoke, veil or gloves. “The moral 
is, coaxing is easior than driving.

Profit’ of Mushroom Oulture 

The Dublin Gardener quotes a letter 
from o Mr, Barter, giving his results of 
mushroom oultare, which shows that loas 
than afi acre of ground planted to mush- 
rooms in the yicinity of London, supported 
four families—that of the leasee of the 
ground and those of three workmen recelv- 
ing £4 each per week. Mr. Barter says 
that ho is a carpenter by trade, and hired 
little more than an acre of land for £12 per 
year, and is gradually putting the entire 
area to mushrooms, expecting at least five 
tons weight of the esoulent, at a wholeasle 
price of one shilling a pound. He plants 
the spawn in beds two anda half feet wide, 
one of which, twenty yards long, yleldod 
160 lbs, at one gathoring, and another, 20 
yards long, gave at tho first gathering 76|ba. 
the second 22lbs., and the third 84 lbs., or 
360 lbs. in three weeks.

_ It is very important that stubble land 
intended for seeding with wheat should be 
ploughed as early as possible.

A few weeks since we deséribed's method 
of preventing crotehed spple trees from 
splitting.:, 1t may now be said that even if 
large apples trees do become split by a 
weight of fruit, or by wind or ice, they sre 
not spoiled. The parts ofthe tree should 
be carefully drawn togethér with ropes or 
other means, and iron bolts,inserted to hold 
them in place, One good-sized bolt with 
heads so large that they will not draw into 
the treo should be inserted through the 
tronk, and two. or three fron rods should 
connect the main branches to brace the tree 
ogainst winds, Lron bands should nover be 
used, as they have the effect of girdling the 
tree. When the ‘sévered parts are drawn 
together the cracks should'be thoroughly 
sealed with grafting wax, over which a strip 
of rubber cloth should be securely tacked. 
The wound will soon heal, the heads of the 
bolts will be groWn Over, and the tree show 
no signs of its injury. _Wehave sean very 
large trees, slit.so that one half lay fat on 
the ground, but whioh were completely, 
restored by tho above m»thod.—Amencan 
Cultivator.

“I$ IT A CHANUE OR A BLUNDER?” 


Asks the Globe of the 20th inst., in re- 
turning to its blundering comments upon 
~ the provision of the Oustoms Act which 
provides that the value of goods imported 
Into Canada shall be the ‘fair market 
“value thereof when sold for home con- 
ewmpuUn I $e PriucIpal MSrKO OT Ee 
country whence, and at the time wheu the 
“f same were exported directly to Canada.” 
Neither ‘‘a chance nora blunder,” we should 
judge, after reading the Jaw and the debates 
which took place upon this subject when 
the question was under discussion in Par 
lament, It must be evident to every read- 
er that the words were added w the 
clause fixing the values, deliberately and 
fora purpose—and that purpose to make 
the law eo plain that no one could misun- 
derstand or misintérpret it, exoepting 
always the writera in the Globe, who, when 
caught misquoting the law, and attempting 
to mislead their readers, begin to wriggle 
andequirm like eels; but all their wrigglings 
and equirmings serve only to hook them 
the more seourely. We have already shown 
that the Globe misstated the facts when it 
boldly declared that the words “for home 
consumption” were not to be found in the 
Oustoms Act of 1879. Having been ex- 
posed in this particular, it tries, in its arti- 
cle of the 20th, to cover its blunder by 
declaring that the words ‘do not occur in 
“any part of the Act of 1879, except in a 
“* clause which relates entirely to drawbacks, 
“royalties; eto.” This is another incorrect 
Statement. The clause referred to—seo, 5 
of cap. 15, 42 Vic.—does not “relate en- 
tlrely to drawbacks, royalties, etc.” On the 
contrary, it fixes the value of imported 
goods for duty, of all kinds, no matter 
whence imported. We give the clause in 
full, so that there may be no misapprehen- 
sion or misundorstanding it :

The reader will observe, on « perusal of 
this clause, that it first provides that there 
shall be added to the value of all goods 
for duty ad valorem, any ‘‘ drawback,” oto.

fraud, the clause establishes a general prin- 
ciple by which the “' fair market value” of 
goods for duty can be arrived at. 

Having beon exposed in ite falas quota-

We leave this polat with our readérs, 
from which they can judge not only what 
the law is, bat whether the Minister of 
Uustoms knew what he was doing when he 
consolidated and amended the law. 

We shall not insult our readers by fur 
ther discussion of the point raised by the 
Globe that all foreign goods purchased {n 
New York in bond, must haye the United 
States duty added to the value of such 
yoods for duty when imported into Canada. 
Such has never been the practloe or inter- 
pretation of the law,and though this clause 
declaring what shall be the value of goods 
for duty has been on the statute book since 
1879, the question, so far as we cau learn, 
has never before been raised, nor would it 
have been raisod now had not an American 
journalist fancied that he had discovered a 
clause in the Dominion Customs Act aimed 
at the American trade, which erroneous 
idea was seized upon by Grit editors in 
Canada, who,in utter ignorance of the facts, 
accepted this American’s interpretation 
and hastened to condemn the Government. 

As we stated in our last article upon this 
subject, the Hon. Timothy knows more 
about printing contracts than he does about 
Oustoms laws, and weadvise the managers 
of the Globe to keep an eye on him, and 
soan well the effusions that flow from his 
pen, or that paper will sink still lower 
in public estimation than it is at the present 
moment. 


__ _Hanlan_as a Hero 


HE RESOUES FOUR YOUNG MEN FROM A 
WATERY GRAVE. 


Edward Hanlan,the oaraman, who arrived 
in this city on Saturday, was the hero of 
4n exciting episode on the Harlem River 
yesterday, About noon a party of four 
young men were on the river in a White- 
hall boat. They were somewhat under 
the influence of liquor, and when oppoalte 
the Metropolitan Boat Olub House, abuut 
midway between the Third and Fourth 
ayenue bridges, their antics caused 
the boat to ‘capsize and they were 
Precipitated into the water. Hanlan, 
who was the guest of the Metro- 
politan Olub, had been swimming from 
the float house outside the house, and had 
jumped into a gig in order to dive from it, 
when the cries of the men in the boat at- 
tracted his atteation. Seating himself he 
grasped a pair of oars, and a few of his long 
powerful sweeps breught him alongside the 
men, whoat the time were nearly exhausted 
and on the point ot going under, They 
each clutched st the outriggers of the cranky 
oraft, and in their excitement endeavoured 
to clamber intoit. It required all Hanlan’s 
exertions to keep them from capsizing the 
boat. 

Hanlan, however, warned them that if 
they did not keep cool their only chance of 
being saved would be lost, and he told 
them to hold quietly on to the bulwarks of 
the boat and he would tow them to the 
boat house, They did so, and he pulled 
them nearly tothe boat house, when a num- 
bor of other and larger boats put off from 
the shore,and the men, who were complete- 
ly exhausted, were pulled into them. They 
sv0n recovered and made their disappear- 
auce without thanking their rescuer or 
giving their names. Mr. Hanlan's 
prompt action probably saved four.

Hairy poople, though sufliciontly raro, sro 
ovcaslonally mot with in that part ofthe world | 
whioh hae glyon Krao to Mr, Farini There 
sro now living at Mandalay three such por } 
sous —mothor, son and daughtor—who have 
the whole of their bodies covered with long 
silky hair of a doop brown color, but paling 
oyer ocrtain parts of the face, Whoo Mr. 
Crawford visited the Court of Ava in 1826 he 
was shown a man named Shway-Moung, tho 
progenitor of these people, who was also aimi-. | 
larly distinguished. Ho gives a sketch of the 
map, whom he dosigoates jirsutus homo, 
Chis individual, whose forboara wero teid to 
haye come from an oastorn State tributary to 
Bormah, had thon an infant daughter, Map 


hoon, who inherited the hirsute poouliarity ot 
her sire, On the occasion of Captain Yulo's 
visit to the Burmese Court in 1855, Maphoon, 
now & matron, waited on the Koglish party 
with her husband (non-hireute) and hor two 
sons. Only one of the boys took after bis 
mother, but shortly afterward the lady was 
blessed with a daughter who developed tho 
materoal characteristics in a marked deyroo, 
Tho family aro porfectly intelligent, the son 
following the oooupation of a carpenter, 
Whon Earopoan visitors wero more frequent 
at Mandalay then, they used to maké a good 
deal of money by exhibiting themselves, At 
one time they refased to appear tor any douceur 
under 30 or 40 rupees, The features of the 
son approach somewhat to the European type, 
while those of the mother and sister aro Min. 
tinotly Burmose. It makes one smile to read 
of Mr, Brook, who conyeyed K rao to England, 
offering # reward for the ‘‘ capture” of a*! spe- 
cimen” of those hairy people, as if they ran 
wild in thelr native woods, Europsat speo- 
ulators have frequently tried to got p esca- 
sion of tho ‘‘ Hairy Family’ at Mandelay, but 
the Court will not hear of thoir expatristion. 
An Italian is eatd to have offerod to marry 
Maphoon—of course before she got a Burmese 
husband—provided he might be allowel to 
take her outuf the country, Those of our 
readora who are acquainted with Miss Hird’s 
travels in Japan will recollect her description 
of the Ainos, who, sho states are completely 
covered with hair and have features sl most 
European io typs. They live, to the number 
of about 12,000, io a mountainous district, not 
far from the sos, and are supposed to bs the 
original inhabitants of the island. Miss Bird 
appears to haye contrsoted a liking for these 
Ainos, and she regaria them as superior, 
physically and cyen morally, to the Japanese, 
who have supplanted them, She tells how 
she was ferried across ariver by an ‘Aino, 
**completely covered by hair, which on his 
shoulder was wavy like that ofa retriever 
and rendered olothing quite needless, elther 
for covering or Warmth.” Mr, Darwin is said 
to have characterized this peculiarity as a re- 
version to the primitive type, and there oan 
be no doubt whateyer that every man did 
possess a complete covering of hair, Tho fow 
rude tketches of our pala@olithic ancestors 
which we possess, carved in fragments of 
mammoth ivory or door’s horns represent men 
ashaving hairy bodies and, oddly enough, 
with a beard and pollof the Aino. Hairy 
people aro not unknown in Europe. A fow 
years back a sensational paragraph went the 
round of the European press anoounolng the 
discovery in Hungary of a man with a com- 
plete natural covering of hair, In 1684 Evelyn 
reoords that he saw a hairy woman, whom he 
dessribes as having, boards and moustachcs, 
long locks growing in the middle of her nose. 
A showman of the name of Vanbeck se ured 
the lady against all comers by marrying her— 
being more fortunate ia his matrimonial 
gnepxlation than Maphoon’s eager Italian 
over.

sure at being patted on the head. Such in- 
stances as the above can be maltipliod inde 
finitely. To what olse shall they be attribut- 
ed than philosophic reasoning onthe part of 
the elephant ? Tho orange outang, so often 
put forward as his intellectual superior, whonu 
oaptared alive at any othor pertod of life than 
that of helploa: infanoy, is vicious, aggrossive 
and intractable for weeks and months, if not 
during the remainder of its life. Orange osp- 
turod when fully adult oxhibit tho most tiger 
like ferocity, and are wholly intractable. 

If dogé are natorally superior to olophant s 
in genoral intelleot, it should bo as easy to 
tame and educate nowly caught wild dogs or 
wolves of mature ago as nevi caught elo- 

hants. But, eo far from this boing tho case, 
t is safo to assort that it would be imposible to 
train the moat intellipent company of polotors 
aotters, or oliles ever got togethor to porform 
tho feats acoompl/shed with such promptnors 
and accurately all rogularly trained olrous elo- 
phants. 

Tho sucoossful training of all olophants up 
to the r quired working point is #0 fully con- 
coded io India that the market value of an 
animal doponds wholly upon bis age, sox, 
build, and tho prosonco or absence of good 
tusks, Tho animal's oduoation is olther suf-

The Thurlow Shooting Oase. 


Before boginnivg the investigation into 
the above affray this morning, the Magla- 
trate asked Mr, S. B, Burdett, who repre- 
sented the Crown, if there was any proba- 
bility of the man getting worse. 

Mr. Burdett replied that the dootor had 
said not. ‘ Yet,” said Mr, Burdett, ‘I 
intend to briug a charge of intent to kill.” 

The Magistrate said if there was any 
danger, he would not now bear the case. 

Mr. Burdett said the dootor did not ap- 
prehend apy sorlous results. He proposed 
to give some vvidence and then ask for a 
remand for a week, 

Justice Phillips here took a seat on the 
bench. 

The prisoner was asked if he had counsel 
and replied in the negative, 

The charge as formulated was that the 
prisoner, George Miller, on the 24th of 
July, in Thurlow, did feloniously wound 
Benson Smith Sills by shooting. 

Miller was dressed in a nice suit of 
tweed, showed a tasty appearance, and, 
though doubtless, feeling the position in 
which his rashness had placed him, exhib 
ited no outward sign of fear or weakness, 

Sills appeared somewhat pale and but, 
for the exception that the wound on his 
head was covered, one would not think 
that he had been hit with a bullet, 

There was a fair attendance of spectators, 
(the majurity of them being from the 
country) who listened to the proceedings 
with feelings of interest, 

Mr. Sills gave evidence substantially the 
same as that presented yesterday, Dr: 
Eakins detailed the result of his surgical 
operations, and Miss Sills corroborated in 
part her brother’s testimony—as far as she 
had witnessed the fracas. 

The examination was then temporarily 
closed and the prisoner was remanded for a 
week.

; The Last Voyage of the Asia. 


The following essay by Miss Lillie Boyce 
was read at tho exhibition given by the 
Indios of Alexandra Oollege : 

Have you ovor stood in some command- 
ing position and watohed the gallant ship a 
sport of the wind and waves, doomed by 
the fierce power of the overwhelming  tem- 
pest? Have you heard the shrieks and 
cries for mercy of the helpless, dying as the 
ship goes down and finding a tomb in the 
waterydeop! If not, then come with me, 
and witb wings of thought follow the for- 
tunes of the Asia as she speeds onward to 
hor fate in the route which I shall indicate, 

The propeller Asia started on 13th of 
September last from Owen Sound bound 
for Sault St. Marlo and intermediate ports, 

The route of the steamers of the Transit 
Oompany (of which the Asia-was one) is 
north of Manitoulin Island, called the 
Northern Channel, in whloh lie humberless 
emerald isles of untold beauty, hiding. the 
greater part of tho way, the malnland from 
the view, and each, from the smallest that 
peeps above the waterlikea gem of the 
ocean, to the largest with its oapes and bays, 
ite fishing stations and villages of Indian 
wigwams, alike possessing some peculiar- 
ly attractive features to enlist the 
interest of the traveller and to which 
to the lover of the picturesque there 
is no scenery In the world equal ; yet this 
seeming fairyland, fraught with so muoh 
loveliness when nature smiles, is, when the 
storm king is abrond in his fury, the scene 
of the greatest suffering and horror to those 
who may be under his influence. 

Farewells have been said, and, followed 
by the prayers of friends for the safety of 
those on board, we see the Asia, loosened 
from her mooring, steam out of the harbor 
and begin a voyage so fatal to herself and 
those she carried. 

It is s fearful night ; the stars have with- 
drawn beneath a mantle of deepening gloom; 
the moon, as if conscious of, and endeayor- 
ing to keep out of sight, the tragedy to be 
enacted before another sun shall set, hides 
her face bebind the storm clouds that come 
gathering fast. The gallant ship speeds on 
and well she rides the foam orested waves, 
likeJsome solitary sea gull, yet her timbers 
oreaking as she plunges in the trough of 
the ses, makes the faces of those on board 
blanch with terror and consternation, lest 
they be driven upon any of the death deal- 
ing shoals whioh lie hid In many places un- 
der these waters. The increase of the storm 
has caused the fears of the passengers to be 
communicated to the Oaptain and crew. 
Hark ! there rings ont upon the air, “‘throw 
cargo oyerboard.” Then bales of hay, grain; 
and lumbering outfitsare pitched overboard, 
and with the rest a large number of horses, 
which are soon lost to view,exocept when the 
lightning leaps back and forth from the 
craggy pinnacles of the storm clouds ; but 
the poor creatures are not forgotten, nor 
will they be so long as those on board exist, 
for above the sound of the storm comes 
their nelghing wafted in piteous and heart- 
rending tones, 

Thus passes tho night. The morning 
dawns, and with it the wind, which has 
been blowing hard, increases to a gale ; the 
waves soem to roll mountains high. So the 
forenoon wears away ; It is half-past eleven; 
the boat, reeling and tolling through the 
yeasty foam, gets in the trough of the sea, 
and will not mind her helm. Then the 
agonizir g crles within tell us the lest spark 
of hope haa flen. 

Those not on their knees orying for mercy 
are rushing frantically about in despair. 
Some more mindful than the others provide 
themselves with life-preservers, a few pas- 
sengers are distributing life buoys to those 
who have lost their presence of mind, and 
are nobly trying to prepare them for the 
ordeal which is at hand. Here apart by 
themeelves, clinging together, area man, 
his wife and seven children ; the only oon- 
solotion that remains to them is that they 
will not be separated in death, Not far 
away wesee a poor blind man, hands 
olasped with a young girlof 17, who has 
been his guide, and whose merolful task 
has brought her to this hour of peril. But 
we have no time for thinking, for the waves 
wash over the deoks, making her shiver as 
if in the deadly grasp of dissolution. 

See ! a huge wave much larger than any 
before comes surging with | irresistible 
foroe. It atrikes the vessel and causes her 
togo overon her side. Oh! God she’s 
doomed. Through her yawning sides she 
drinks the flood ; then as the dying screams 
of the drewning echo upon the alr,the over~ 
loaded boat is dragged stern foremost be- 
neath the hungry waters. 

This is our Jast look of the Asia ; ina 
moment naught is seen to mark the spot 
where she went down, but a struggling mass 
of humanity striving against the force of the 
waves to cling to some straggling piece of 
the wreck, ju order to have a few moments 
more of existence and thus 
The gentle, the good and the braye 

The matron, the maid and the child, 

The strong and the weak alike go down 

In the clutch of the hurricane wld ; 
The timid with a wild despairing moan 

And the brave with a horror they dare not 

own. 

With n sad hoart we have turned from 
the tragic scene, and have heard the gasp- 
ing shrieks of the shipwrecked as the wind 
bore away their dying breath, and have 
followed the fortunes of the occupants of 
the only surviving boat, one of them being 
a delicate girl, a cousin of the mate, 

Oh! how disastrous an ending to the 
hopes entertained by sc many promising 
lives. The day is passed, Night has 
thrown around us ber gloomy shroud, The 
stars aro hid by the clouds, through whioh 
anon the moonbeams weep over the many 
who to-night rest in thetr last cold sleep, 
Oheorlessly they pass the éarly part of the 
night, drifting and toasing upon the bil- 
lows. Once when the beacon light at Byng 
Inlet was seen glittering in the distance, a 
glad ory of ‘‘ saved” wont up, andfor a 
whilo thoy joln their vodloes in song, but 
tho effecta of exhaustion tell upon thom 
and the struggle for life begins. Wo seo 
three ont of ‘hole number sink ip the em- 
brace of death. Still, even In dying, they 
sing Of the ‘‘ Home” on the Boenutiful 
Shore, as they hopelossly toil at the oar, 
The Mate is next to sucoumb. Ho asub- 
aides into unconsciousness, and with his 
head pillowed upon his cousin’s breast his 
spirit takes ite flight into its long, long 
homo, Tho Osptain tendorly Isys him 
down In the boat, Oould we write his 
thoughts as momorlos of the past rash 
through his mind—momorles of times whon 
thoy have ofton stood togethor in peril and 
storm, and piloted thelr vessel to # haven 
ot aafoty—we would have » yolume of in-

3% The Medical Superintendent of the regular 
quarantines established in virtue of the regula 
tions first meationed, and the Collector of Cus- 
toms of each aad every port of Canada, except 
the regular quarantine stations above mentioned, 
are to apply the regulations defining their duties 
to each such veasel or vessels coming from or 
having gone throogh the Moditerranean Sea, 
dealing with said ships ipso facto, as if it were 
ascertained that they appertsined to the class 
of voasela ordered to be visited and dealt with 
by the said Medical Suporintendent and Collect- 
ors of Customs for tho purpose of quarantine, 

The strict enforcoment of these regula- 
tions will reduce the danger to a ninimum, 
yet, as an additional precaution, local 
boards of health should see that all neoes- 
sary sanitary precautions are enforced in 
every municipality in Canada, as thus and 
thus only can the dread disease—should it 
oyercome the barriers raised against it and 
make its way into the Dominion—be cheok-

ZULU CHIBF, 


Oetewayo is undoubtedly dead. His mas- 
sacré is confirmed by recent cablegrams. 
Ho was the son of Pauda and the nephew 
of Chaka, the Zulu Napoleon, who, in 1812, 
reorganized the Zulu nation, As a boy, 
Ohaka formed the purpose of creating a 
powerful army and conquering all South 
Africa. His scheme was successful, and 
sixty nations became his subjecta. In 
1828 he was murdered. Panda, the father 
of Cetewayo, who ruled from 1840 to 
1872, was amanof much administrative 
ability, who consolidated the Zulu nation 
and made friends of the Dutch and English, 
After Panda's death Oetewayo was formally 
crowned by Sir Theophilus Shepstone, in 
the presence of 10,000 warriors.

The drive to the scene of operations was 
through the Lawson Settlement, where the 
busy farmers wore all ongaged in haying. 
Tho noar approach to the busy work was 
evident when nearing Mr, Wim. Lovett's, 
where the blacksmith shop, a well stooked 
store, several boarding houses, and stables 
met the eye, with groat, grim, gray piles 
of sand and olay (the resultof many an 
hour and day's steady toil) rising as a sort 
of back ground ip thelr immediate noigh- 


borhood, 

This point is one of interest, as here a 
bridge to accommodate the travelling pub- 
lio, with a huge swing in the centre, to 
allow boats to pass up snd down, will be 
erected, A considerable number of teams 
and the necessary complement of men 
were ploughing and scraplog. The im- 
pression one gets of the magnitude of canal 
building is at the beginning thoroughly 
impressed on the mind, and particularly if 
visits have been made from time to time 
since the work commenced. Here the 
excavating has,for a considerable distance, 
reached a point below the level of the 
Presqu'lle Bay, while it may aa well be 
atated at the outset, that with the exception 
of some yery short distances, produced by 
local causes or temporary obstructions, the 
whole line from end to end is down to Lake 
and Bay level, and as mentioned before, in 
some places several feet lower ; particularly 
so is this the oase at Dead Oreck Marsh, 
where the monater derrick is at work, the 
full depth of 12 feet at low water,as requir- 
ed by contract, having been attained. 


Leaving the first point of intersection 
ani driving along the very excellent road 
on the south side of the canal, we come to 
where some 75 Italians were, with wheel- 
barrows, taking the muok or peat out of 
the swamp. This section has so far, this 
season, been too wet to put teams in, and 
so these dark skinned, swarthy emigrants, 
from the land of vineyards and oranye 
groves, have been employed at It. 

The next point” of interest which we 
“took in” was the steam derrick with its 
“olam shell shovel.” To get to its neigh- 
borhood we left our conveyance near a gang 
of some 20 men and 10 teams, just east of 
where the O. O, Railway crosses the canal. 
We might haye driven without difficulty 
right up to the derrick,alcng what will one 
day be the tow-path, but preferred walking. 
When near this grand contrivance of man’s 
inventive genius we were acoosted by our 
friend, Mr. Asa Gunyo, who took great 
pride and especial delight in showing us all 
that could be of any interest, and answer- 
ing our multiudinous questions—which was 
no small contract. The steam derrick is a 
machine weighing fully twenty five fons,and 
is located right on the bank or tow path 
which it has thrown up for itself a resting 
and working place, One man manages the 
machloery by using three treadles and four 
levers. The arm, which, every minute for 
twelve hours out of the twenty-four,awings 
incessantly outward and back ward,is ninety- 
six feetin length and will consequently 
reach about one hundred and eighty feet. 
From the outer ond, suspended by immense 
cable chains, is the clam-shell shovel—a 
machine which, at the will of the engineer 
a hundred and twenty feet away,opens and 
closes with marvellous exactness and her- 
oulean strength, grasping in ita clam-like 
jaws nearly a oublo yard of muck, sand or 
earth, and then with wondrous power and 
precision depositing it just where its human 
master in the engine house desires. The 
substance being raised at the time of our 
visit was clean, coarse sand which would 
delight the heart of the plasterer or brick- 
layer. It takes only some fiye or six mon 
to run this leviathan exoavator, and 
yet it must perform the work of several 
score of laborers ; in fact it would be im- 
pussible for men to accomplish anything ut 
all whore this great triumph of mechanical 
skill is overy day outting out from the bed 
of the marsh, and piled up a formidable 
and permanent embankment, not only for 
itself while the work is progressing, but to 
remain for all coming time as «a memorial 
to the genius who invented this mammoth 
appliance, and also to perpetuate the per- 
severance, pluck and onterprise of the men 
who have the contract for the completion 
of this important and useful waterway. For 
over three miles of the canal the workmen 
are down four feet below tho level of the 
lako 

Somowhere in the neighborhood of 80 
teams and 225 or 250 men are now employed 
in connection with the work of oanal con- 
struction. Tho steam pumps have hud to 
be kept going pretty busy this soason so far

The Draft Riots of 1863 


The story of these terrible days of Jaly has 
been fully told; J shall not giveit here, 
though an eye-witness of the confused and 
bloody scene, The trouble began, as I haye 
said, on Saturday the 11th: nearly a week 
had passed before we knew that wo were safe. 
I was living at the time in the old rectory of 
the parisb, 50 Variok street. The honse stood 
in a dangerousquarter, The large garden was 
separated in the fear by a mére brick wall 
from St. John’s lane and York Street, which 
were jahabited almost exclusively by colored 
people, AtSi.° John’s chapel, which stood 
close by, we hai alarge Sanday school of 
colored childran, It will be remombored that, 
by some dall mob logio, the rioters ascribed 
the publiv troubles to the negro, and mada 
that unfortuaate race the subjoot of incessant 
assaults, ‘Intending to leave the city on 
Monday, I was stopped by the rumor of com- 
ing evil, aud dared not venture to be absont 
at that trying time. I remember one of my 
servants flying into my library that evenings 
with pale face, and telling mo that, while 
passing through Clarkson street on some 
errand, she had scena colored man hanging on 
a treo, and men and women sotting him on fire 
as he dangled from tho branches. I treated 
the story lightly, and “told hor it must have 
been an effigy, but ste constantly affirmod 
that it was trac; and she was right, as 1 
subsequently ascertained. That night or the 
following one thu streets behind the recto:

Noxt 
day 1 learned that an attack was planned 
on St. John’s chaps!, apparently for no 
other reason than that we had our colored 
school there. By prompt application to the 
authorities, I got a watoh act on the churob, 
and asquadron of dragons stood all night 
drawn up outside my garden wall, ready for 
the rioters if,they should come, Meanwhile, 
at a dozon different, points throughout the olty 
battles were in progiess,and nover was greater 
yalor displayed than by the police, who threw 
themselves jioniike upon the wild beasts, in 
the proportion generally of one hundred to 
five thousand, taking no prisonwrs,and strow 
ing phe strects with ead and wounded 
wherever their awift and terrible blows fell. 
Thus the dsys wore on, with dat and smoke, 
with fire and flame; with sack of private 
dyoellings aod burning of charitable inatitu- 
tions, armorles and draft stations; with blood 
aod wounds and every imaginablo instance of 
atrocity on the part of the maddened mob, till 
regiments, hurriedly withrawa from the front, 
came speeding back to tho city, aud wo saw 
tho grim battorios and \weather staiaed and 
dusty soldiera trampling into our leading 
atreots as if into a town taken by siege, Thoro 
was somo terrific fighting between the regulars 
and insurgents ; streets were awopt again and 
again by grape, houses were stormed at. tho 

oint of the bayonet, rioters wore picked off 
by sharpshooters as they firod on the troops 
from the house tops ; mon were hurled, dying 
or dead, into the streota by the thoroughly 
enragod aoldiory ; until at last sullen and 
cowed, and thoroughly whipped aud beaten, 
tho misorable wretohos gavo way at ovory 
point and confo,eed the power of the law. It 
has never boon known how many perlehed fn 
those awfal days. According to the lower 
extimate, somo 1,200 of the rlotors must have 
been killed and five or aix times that number 
wounded ; but thoy hid tholr losses as far as 
possible, and disposed of tholr doad {n silence

© quoted from its utterances of the 18th July 
to prove that its charges of the 20th July 
were untrue, thereby convicting it of false- 
hood out of its own mouth. We have also 
shown that it, with malice aforethought, 
quoted froma clause inthe Act of 1879, 
which had no more to do with the subject 
in dispute than would a selection from 
Shakespeare, and that it suppressed either 
from ignorance or stupidity,the clause that 
would have convicted it of insolence and 
stupidity, and now it whimpers out the fol- 
lowing. 
The Belleville InTELLIGENCER prints another 
column and s quarter of intemperate rant in 
which it endeavors to prove that the change in 
the Customs laws latel inted out by the 
Globe ia no change.

HIS WESTERN MAROH—ARE WE TO BE IN THE 
LINE OF THE GRIM PKOCESSION—SAD 
REMINISCENCES OF THE PAST—ARE WE 
PREPARED TO RESIST IT ? 


(Montreal Witness, July 28.) 

Just now when the whole world looks 
eastward with not a little anxlety,the news 
flashes over the wires each day of a number 
of new deaths added to the list. It is 
especially saddening to that many of the 
heroes who survived Tel-el-Kebir and the 
loal camp ills in such a country have suo- 
cumbed to the fell destroyer. Of one 
thing medical authorities seem to be agreed 
—that the disease is, as Ur. Hingston says, 
a respector of persons, and clean and sober 
persons at that. We give below some good 
advice from that gentleman, and supply a 
few facts which show that while there ls no 
need for dread alarm, there is much need 
for genuine precaution. Each citizen has 
an interest in the matter, and let each be 
on the alert to secure such bodily and house- 
hold oleanliness as can be had. This course 
helped doubtless to keep Montreal free 
from the disease which in 1866 carried off 
soores in New York, Chicago and other 
American cities, 

DR. W. H. HINGSTON ON CHOLERA. 

Our reporter called on Dr. Hingston this 
morning relative to the probability of 
cholera visiting Canada. This scourge, he 
said, visited us in 1832 and 1834, and was 
very bad. It reappeared again in 1854,but 
not so virnlent. He regarded cholera as an 
effort of nature to get rid of the morbid 
matter in the system, which effort some 
very unwisely check by astringents. When 
checked it remains in the intestinal canal 
whereas it would be better at a distance. In 
1854 it was brought by immigrants and 
travelled along the St. Lawrence and its 
tributaries following immigratian. There 
have occasionally been oases in Montreal 
somewhat resembling Asiaticcholora,especi- 
ally in children;but in adults it is of course 
extremely rare. The contagion, it is gener- 
ally supposed, is spread from emanations of 
the bodies of the sick. This is not the case, 
It is conveyed by the excretions from the 
bowels and the symptoms are those of or- 
dinary diarrhooa, 

THE SANITARY CONDITION 
of the city is infinitely better now than it 
was in 1854, especially in regard to a 
scientific system of drainage, a better ‘ sup- 
ply of water and better preparedness of 
the authorities to meet it, that is speaking 
relatively. There is much yet,however, to 
be done,chiefly in the more frequent flush- 
ing of drains and sewers, especially on the 
higher levels. He saw, however, nothing 
to indicate that we should have this dread 
visitor and cholera would in all likelihood 
visit Kurope before reaching this part of 
the continent. .[f it oame it would be 
brought by immigrants. In cholera season, 
he naid, it was a mistake to change one’s 
habits as to food, and avoiding all opening 
atticlesof aiet is a mistake. Habits of 
eating judiciously should not be changed 
at that ime. Many porsons avoid fruits 
and vegetables, whereas it would be much 
wiser to partake as usual. It was 4 com- 
plaint of the fruit dealers in 1854 that the 
public generally avoided their stook and 
the dootors and doctors’ familles were sup- 
plied at nominal rates and ate largely. 
A RESPECTER OF PERSONS. 

Cholera is a great reapector of persons 
and as a rule the cleanly and temperate 
escape or if attacked have a better chance to 
recovery. The intemperate are more prone 
to the disease. The uncleanly fall victims 
to want of care in cleansing culinary uten- 
sils, which are in the case of poor poople 
used for more than cooking purposes, while 
children are apt to spoil them with feetid 
excrement, Not one in a hundred of the 
poorer olasses takes proper care regarding 
the cleanliness of cooking utensils, [tis for 
this reason, probably, that cholera seems 
to be more frequent and remain longer in 
countries where the supply of water is lim- 
ited, such as in Egypt, where oleanliness 
and sanitary regulations are not observed. 
The waters of the St. Lawrenoe, judiciously 
used, are sufficient to drive cholera out of 
the couutry should it unfortunately come. 
There is no immediate danyer, he thought, 
but nevertheless we should place ourselves 
in a state of thorough preparedness,

6 country whence the goods were exported 
to Canada should be added to the value of 
the goods to be entered for duty at a Oana- 
dian Oustom-house. There was,second,the 
provision relating to reductlom i= Price calle 
sed by special arrangement between buyer 
and soller, or by the royalty payable upon 
patent rights, but not payable when such 
goods are purchased for exportation. There 
was, in the third place, the general pro. 
vision relating to all goods imported into 
Canada,the fair market value of which was 
declared by clause five uf the Aot of 1879 
to be the ordinary wholesale price at which 
the same goods are sold for homo con- 
sumption in the country where they are 
purchased. 

Now then, look at the Customs Oonsoli- 
dation Act of 1883, and you will se that 
all that was done was simply to make three 
sections of clause 5 ofthe Aot of 1879. 
Section 68 deals with the basis principle 
that the fair market value is the whole- 
sale price at which all goods are sold for 
home consumption in the place where 
they are purchased for importation into 
Osanads. Section 70 deals with the draw. 
back question, and section 71 deals with 
the remainder of section 5. All, there- 
fore, that wasdone in the Act of 1883 
was to break up section 5 into three seo- 
tlons. Tho wording was scarcely changed, 
It will be apparent that if sections 68, 70 
and 71 embody all that section 5 of the Act 
of 1879 contains there can be no important 
change striking a blow at the trade of 
Toronto. All the quibbling in the world 
will not enable the organ to carry its point 
The explanation is too plain. :

to find safe reorétion? Where can sho go 
for it on the groat mej rity of the evenings 
of the year? Books and papers offer a 
recourse to many, aud Mildred availed 
herself of them to her injury.

As a rule these 
young people have few opportunities of 
meeting save in the streets and places of 
public resort. The conditions of life in a 
great city, however, differ too widely from 
those of a village or country town, where 
every one is well known and public opinion 
{s quick and powerful in its restraints. 
Social circles are too loosely orgauized in a 
city ; its members from necessity are yener- 
ally too little known to each other ; there 
aré.too many of both sexes reudy to take 
advantage of the innocent and unwary, aud 
their opportunities of éscapes from all peu- 
alty invite the crimes suggested by their 
evil natures. Belle had been often warped, 
and she had so much affection for her mother 
sud'so~ much pride thatshe did not fall 
readily into indiscretions ; nor would she in 
the future respond, without ocousiderable 
solf-restraint, to the, frequent advances 
which she never failed to recognizs, however 
distant she might appear, and she would not 
have possessed a woman's nature had she 
been indifferent to sdmiriog glances aud 
the overtures of those who would gladly 
form her acquaintance.
